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Charles Zettek 
Becomes Fourth 
Village President 


Charles 3. Zettek Jr. became the 


fourth president of Elk Grove Village 
Tuesday when he was sworn in by Rich- 
ard McGrenera, village clerk. 


Zettek gave up his trustee position on 


the village board when the trustees voted 
unanimously to appoint him president for 
the next 23 months. 


A 10-year member of the board, Zettek 


replaced Jack D. Pahl who resigned un- 
expectedly last week for business and 
family reasons. 


Sitting relaxed in the village presi- 


dent's chair which he has occupied on 
occasion when Pahl has been absent, 
Zettek promptly thanked the board for 
showing its "faith and confidence in 
me." 


DRESSED IN A dark brown suit and 


pin stripped shirt, Zettek smiled often 
upon accepting congratulations followed 
by applause from about 15 members in 
the audience, among them John Lecraw, 
president of the association of industry 
and commerce, and Robert Fleming, li- 
brary board president. 


Prior to Zettek's appointment, Trustee 


James O'Brien moved "with deep re- 
gret" to accept the resignation of Pahl. 
effective the day before, on Monday. 


Zettek praised Pahl for his work in six 


years in office, calling him a "capable 
and able leader who will be missed ter- 
ribly." 
- 


Pahl did not attend the meeting. 


He said Pahl spent many hours not 


only at the local level, but state and na- 
tional levels as well, for the betterment 
of the community. He said that while 
some of the things Pahl worked for may 
not be felt today, they will be felt in the 
future. 


An assistant manager 
for Western 


Electric Co.'s Cicero plant, Zettek 
pledged to pursue the same goals and 
objectives of Pahl. 


Zettek called upon the board to be un- 


selfish in devoting time .to village affairs 
and that time will have to be made by 
trustees for activities outside the village. 


Me said many people fail to appreciate 


the time and effort public officials put in 
on municipal matters. 


"SO OFTEN we find in a community 


where most people are inclined to accept 
mediocrity," he said. 


"They are not inclined to applaud ex- 


cellence, but are quick to be critical 
when something happens that affects 
them," he said. 


"I think we have to encourage people 


not to condone mediocrity — to applaud 
excellence — and to be more concerned 
with the everyday issues that face the' 
village," he said. 


He said residents cannot just be criti- 


cal when matters affect them. "They 
must look at the community as a whole," 
he said. 


Zettek said he would dedicate himself 


to getting more people involved in village 
government, not to accept mediocrity, to 
applaud excellence, and be critical when 
the situation demands it. 


Zettek said he wanted to be told in pub- 


lic when he did not strive to do his best. 
"The greatest-way to get a response" 
from a public official is to bring things 
out in the publtev',' he said.

Zettek went on to chair the meeting, with 
one of his first acts the appointment of 
Trustee Edward Kenna as chairman of a 
committee • of - the - board-as-a-wh&le to 
find a replacemtn to fill the facant 
trustee opening on the board. 


CHARLES ZETTEK, 44, was sworn in Tuesday as 
village president. Administering the oath of office 


is Village Clerk Richard McGrenera. Zattek is the 
fourth person to be president of the 14-year old

The 1971-72 salary and wage package 


calling for 5 per cent increases for mu- 
nicipal employes Was approved unani- 
mously Tuesday by the Elk Grove Vil- 
lage Board of Trustees. 


The package, effective May 1, affects 


police and firemen, as well as clerical, 
office, and public works personnel. 


The municipality employs 148 full- 


time and 44 part-time persons in these 
positions. 


Charles Willis, village manager, said 
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the increments reflect the cost of living 
increase. 


Last year employes recedved consid- 


erably larger increases, ranging from 10 
to 25 per cent, when, according to the 
manager, the village had to improve its 
competitive position in the labor market 
by offering higher salaries and wages. 


SALARIES AND wages make up $1.78 


million or 68 per cent of the municipal- 
ity's proposed $2.6 million budget. 


The village board also approved salary 


increments for the administrative staff 
which includes the following: 


Charles Willis, village manager, from 


$21,000 to $23,000; George Coney, finance' 
director, from $17,000 to $18,500; Harry 
Jenkins, police chief, from $17,000 to 
$18,500; Allen Hulett, fire chief, from

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Witness: Jayne Paid

Melvin Adams, the state's star witness 


in the George Jayne murder case, testi- 
fied in court yesterday that Silas Jayne 
paid him $30.000 to kill his brother. 


Standing within inches of Silas and the 


other three defendants charged with 
murder. Adams told Criminal Court 
Judge Robert J Sulski that he was origi- 
nally supposed to kill Jayne, but recruit- 
ed Julius Barnes, a 37-year-old Chicago 
laborer, to be the tnggerman. 


Adams, who said he has been granted 


immunity from prosecution for murder 
by Judge Joseph Powers, said he drove 
his car to Jayne's 1918 Banbury Lane 
residence in Inverness on Oct. 28, 1970 
ami that Barnes walked across the side 
lawn of Jayne's home and shot the 47- 
year-old wealthy horseman who was 
plajing cards with his family to cele- 
brate his son's 16th birthday 


During the course of his two-hour testi- 


mony, Adams also implicated defendants 
Joseph LaPlaca, a 48-year-old Elgin resi- 
dent and handyman for Silas, and Edwin 
Nefeld, 27, former head of detectives for 
the Markham police. 


ADAMS, WHO WAS being held in pro- 


tective custody, said Nefeld first ap- 
proached him with the idea of killing 
Jayne in November, 1969, at the Hub 
Cafe in Markham, where Adams washed 
dishes part time and his 24-year-old wife 
Patricia worked as a waitress 


"Nefeld asked me if I could get a man 


to make a hit," Adams .said. "Then he 
said it was Jayne and asked if I wanted 
the job — I said yes," he added. 


Nefeld's 
former 
attorney, 
Andrew 


Thomas, told the Herald previously that 
Nefeld, a stable owner himself, met Silas 
through the horse business and at times 
served as his body guard. Silas, reputed 
to be a millionaire, owns the Jaynesville 


hone farm on Nestler Road west of El- 
gin. 


Adams said Nefeld then arranged a 


meeting with Joseph LaPlaca to "get 
more details about the job." That meet- 
ing and about five others with LaPlaca 
were held between late 1969 and the time 
Jayne was shot, he added. 


Adams then testified that he first met 


Silas with LaPlaca outside an Elgin res- 
taurant early in 1970. "Silas asked me if 
I wanted the job of killing George. I said 
yes," Adams said. 


Adams further testified that "Silas 


said he was a man of means and would 
take care of me in case I got in trouble. 
He said he didn't want any witnesses, 
whether it be Mrs. Jayne, the kids or 
anyone and I the,-> said I needed a gun." 


JAYNE THEN GAVE him a .38-caliber 


gun "which couldn't be traced." But the 
weapon ultimately used to kill Jayne 
came from Markham policeman Edward 


Vest who loaned his rifle to Mrs. Adams 
at the Hub Cafe after Mrs. Adams said 
she was going on a hunting trip and 
needed a gun. 


She gave the gun to Adams who in turn 


gave it to Barnes, who used to work with 
Adams at a Chicago meat processing 
plant and was first approached by 
Adams with the offer to kill Jayne last 
August, Adams said. 


That smae month, Adams and LaPlaca 


went to Jayne's secluded farm to prac- 
tice-shoot the rifle. Edward Cisoski, an 
Illinois Bureau of Investigation agent, 
testified yesterday that a bullet retrieved 
from a grove of trees used by Adams as 
practice targets on Silas's farm matched 
that of the bullet found in Jayne's heart. 


He also testified that a finger print 


from Barnes was found,by the Illinois 
State Crime Lab on the scope of the mur- 
der weapon, which he said he surren- 


dered to 1BI agents after being ques- 
tioned about the murder last November. 


It was at that time investigators traced 


a car seen at Jayne's home the night he 
was murdered to Adams. Part of the 
payoff money was also found in Mrs. 
Adams' purse, and IBI agent Cisoski tes- 
tified that Silas' left thumb print was 
found on one of the $50 bills in her purse. 


HE SAID THE .38-caliber weapon Silas 


gave him was not used because Barnes 
lost it on Jayne's lawn during a previous 
attempt on Jayne's life that was spoiled 
when "something went wrong." 


Adams also said he cased Jayne's 


home at least 12 times before the final 
shooting, several times with LaPlaca. 


Throughout the months before the mur- 


der, Adams said he never received an 
advance payoff from Silas. "Silas said he 
couldn't give me any front money be- 
cause he gave some money to some oth- 


er guys before to kill George and they 
ran out on him," Adams said. 


The first payoff, $15,000, came from 


LaPlaca the day after the murder. The 
second payoff, another $15,000 also came 
from LaPlaca two day after the shoot- 
ing, Adams said. 


Adams said $12,500 of that money went 


to Barnes. He said he kept $17,500 for 
himself and another $3,800 was con- 
fiscated by the IBI upon questioning. . 


After hearing the lengthy testimony 


Judge Sulski ruled that all four defend- 
ants be bound over to the Cook County 
Grand Jury to determine if the case 
should go to trial. 


Silas Jayne, Nefeld, Barnes and La- 


Placa who were arrested on May 27 are 
still being held without bond at Cook 
County Jail. 


Asked by one of the defense attorneys 


why he turned informer, Adams said, 
"Because I wanted to tell the truth."

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Romney: End Housing Bias

George W. Romney. secretary of the 


U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban 


Development (MUD), declared in Chi- 
,cago Tuesday that segregated housing 
patterns in metropolitan and suburban 
Chicago must be "broken wide open." 


Romney told an estimated 900 persons 


at the annual meeting of the Leadership 
Council for Metropolitan Open Commu- 
nities that its coalition of private and 
public leadership could be the key to 
eliminating what he called a dual hous- 
ing market in the Chicago metropolitan 
area. 


The leadership council is a private cor- 


porations, financed partly by HUD, or- 
ganized to create housing opportunities 
for minorities. It is the parent organiza- 
tion of the Metropolitan Housing Devel- 
opment Corp.. which is seeking to build 
low and moderate-income housing on 
land owned by St. Viator High School in 
Arlington Heights and in other suburban 
locations. 


Romney said that HUD "will not force 


tow-income housing on any suburb" and 
will not interfere with a free marketing 
system in housing. 


"BUT." HE DECLARED, "when there 


is a dual system which sorts out home- 
seekers by the color of their skin, closes 
off housing options, and steers people to 
prescribed neighborhoods in a metropoli- 
tan area, public and private leadership 
has a responsibility to break that system 
wide open." 


The color pattern In metropolitan hous- 


ing, he said, can be identified simply by 
observing commuter traffic in Chicago 
and other cities. "In the morning, the 
bulk of the people coming into the city 
are white, and the bulk of the people go-

ing out of the city are black." ' 


This pattern, Romney said, was partly 


due to F.A.A. home-loan guarantees 
which enabled thousands of Americans to 
purchase their own homes, but which 
were "executed on racist basis until well 
after World War II." P.H.A., he declared 
"financed the movement of the middle- 
class to the suburbs," while the poor and 
minority groups became concentrated in 
the central city. 


In the meantime, massive public works 


projects and superhighway construction 
since the war "have literally bulldozed 
the poor out of their homes," forcing 
them into tighter racial and ethnic en- 
claves, said Romney. "In the meantime, 
the affluent — and increasingly the -jobs 
— have escaped to the outer fringe." 


HE 
CALLED FOR 
comprehensive 


planning to provide housing opportunities 
for minorities throughout metropolitan 
areas. He said such planning has been 
hampered by "the relative ease" with 
which those who fled the cities have been 
able to incorporate themselves into cities 
and villages in recent decades. 


He told the audience in the Grand Ball- 


room of the Conrad Hilton Hotel there 
are 1,110 autonomous governmental units 
in the Chicago area. 


Romney cited the Fair Housing. Act of 


1968 as the basic tool with which HUD 
has attacked housing discrimination — 
successfully prosecuting 88 cases in 21 
states. But, he said, the answer to hous- 
ing discrimination must be provided at 
the state and local levels. 


"With committed citizen leadership or- 


ganized on a metropolitan basis, with 
skilled and imaginative legal action by 
both government and private attorneys, 
we can for the first time bring about a 
single, completely open marketing sys- 
tem for housing." 


The lack of such a system, he de- 


clared, has been the result of "a com- 
promise of the principle that all men are 
created equal." 


Romney received a warm ovation 


when he concluded, citing the minority 
status of the white race in the world, "In 
this shrinking world, it is vital to the na- 
tion that we demonstrate that people of 
diverse races can live in harmony."

the board includes a five per cent merit 
increase to eight faculty members, a 
salary hike for promoted teachers and an 
increase -in insurance protection. 


Board members cited statistics from 


the American Association of University 
Professors (AAUP), the Illinois Junior 
College Board (IJCB) and the National 
Education Association (NEA) to buttress 
argumens that the settlement was gen- 
erous.

lege majors from theology to pre-med, 
then history, before settling on teaching. 


"I can understand how students are 


undecided about a career, because I 


didn't know what field I wanted to enter 
for some tune," he said. 


Besides teaching six elementary 


grades for two years in a one-room Har- 
vey school, he has taught Junior high and 
high school students in Michigan, as well 
as a summer term at Crane College, now. 
Malcolm X College, He's-teen on the 
Harper faculty for three 'years and a 
teacher for 11. '

Oliver lives in Elk Grove Village with 


his wife and three children. He was 
recently elected to serve on the executive 
council of the Illinois Council on Family 
Relations. 


"Harper offers a great deal of opportu- 


nity for growth of professors. I consider 
it an honor and privilege to stand up be- 
fore the young minds at Harper," Oliver 
said.

tion I'd like to ask. Can a woman get 
pregnant again before her first period? 
My daughter is It months old. b this a 
food time to try and potty train her'I 
have trouble losing my hair, when I 
brush It IB the morning I get half a head- 
ful in ray brush. This didn't start until I 
had my last baby four months ago. What 
can I do? 


Dear Reader — You certainly can get 


pregnant again before your first period 
and nursing the baby won't keep you 
from getting pregnant again, either. 


Toilet training is more important than 


most parents realize. It has a serious im- 
pact on the child's emotional devel- 
opment It Is best not to start too early 
and not to expect too much. Few chil- 
dren are ready for toilet training before 
age two, some later. The best approach 
Is to let the child show you when he is 


ready, then with a little guidance he win 
make the change. 


Above all, be relaxed about it and treat 


it for what it is, just another normal 
function of the body. This may prevent 
the child from developing an excess 
shame of his body or excess timidity. 


Some women tend to lose hair after a 


pregnancy. This only lasts a few months. 
In the meantime, don't do too much. Use 
a soft brush, don't brush too often, avoid 
tints, bleaches, excess shampoos and 
hair styles that pull the hair. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Can you tell me if it 


is possible for a man to father a child 
after having a vasectomy a year and a 
half before? What are the odds? 


Dear Reader — It is pretty odd. A va- 


sectomy cuts the small tube that pro- 
videse a passageway for the sperm cells 
from the testicles. It does not interfere 
with the normal functions of the testicles, 


however. 


Immediately after a vasectomy, there 


may still be some cells stored in the 
tract that will How out with.the other 
fluid. But expecting to still find sperm 
cells in storage a year and a half later is 
expecting a great deal. Rarely, a va- 
sectomy is not successful or the cut ends 
of the little tubes may reunite, but that is 
exceptionally rare.

The metropolitan Sanitary District of 


Greater Chicago is requesting a raise in

Seek To Protect 
Tenants' Rights 


« A bill currently before the llli- 
ftiois 
House 
of Representatives 


;c o u 1 d have a welcome and 
profound effect on suburban apart- 
jment dwellers if passed by the 
^General Assembly. 
;; The bill was written and 
pro- 


posed by the Chicago Bar Associ- 
Cation and is aimed at giving apart- 
hnent tenants greater protection 
;tinder the law. The bill makes 
Apartment managers accountable 
'for poor or hazardous living con- 
•ditions in apartment bujldings. 
:; Introduced as House Bill 1751, 
; the proposed law has also been en- 
;dorsed by the Illinois Association 
[of Real Estate Boards, a group 
;which includes apartment 
man- 


;agers and owners. 
• Under the terms of the 
bill, 


; apartment renters would have to 
fbe notified of the name of the per- 
son who is responsible for apart- 
ment repairs and maintenance. 


Also 
included 
are 
provisions 


which make the landlord liable to 
Injuries to persons or property due 
to his negligence, allow the tenant 
to terminate the lease if the build- 
ing is not kept in decent living con- 
dition, 
and 
prohibits 
landlords 


from turning away tenants if they 
have children under 14 years of 
age. 


In total, the proposed law is a 


major step toward the recognition 
that 
apartment 
dwellers 
have 


rights also. It clarifies the position 
between tenant and manager and 
places each of them in a clearer 
relationship to their living units un- 
der the law. 


Members of the real estate pro- 


fession are seeking approval of an 
amendment to the bill which will 
allow some apartments to be 
rented only to persons over 50 
years of age, thereby bypassing 
one of the bill's provisions. 


This seems to be a reasonable 


request providing apartments for 
retired or elderly persons be clear- 
ly advertised as such. 


In all, the House Bill 1751 has a 


lot of merit because it recognizes 
apartment dwellers as consumers 
who have a basic right to know the 
product they are buying and the 
men responsible for its upkeep. 


Such a formal, legal recognition 


of the rights of apartment dwellers 
is becoming increasingly impor- 
tant to the Northwest suburbs. 


Apartment construction is at an 


all time high. Buildings and apart- 
ment "luxuries" are becoming 
more sophisticated. 


The people who move to these 


new units are as much a part of the 
suburbs as the residents of single 
family homes. 


Passage of House Bill 1751 could 


take a major step toward giving 
these apartment residents equal 
protection and equal recognition.

Ethnic Pride On Upsurge 


Those Tolack' Jokes Aren't Funny

Have you heard the one about the Po- 


lack who never laughs at the Bowling- 
shlrted-stumbllng oaf ethnic jokes? 


His name is Aloyslus A, Mazewski and 


he is the president of the 334,000-member 
Polish National Alliance (PNA), a 90- 
year-old fraternal organization devoted 
to raising the status and morale of the 
nation's 5 million Polish-Americans. 


At the drop of a babushka Mazewski 


will proudly evoke the names of historic 
Poles, from Copernicus and Kosciusko to 
;Kltiszcwski and Muskie, discuss the "va- 
lor of the Polish soldier" and tell you 
ithat "everything Poles in American have 
;they got on pure, raw courage." And 
•document what he says with names, 
Idates and places. 


"Poles have never been the type of 


•people who are always blowing their own 
ihorn but you can't and shouldn't eradi- 
;cate your past," he says, "My goal is to 
•improve the image of the Polish-Ameri- 
can and let everybody know about what 
.Poles have accomplished." 


< This recent upsurge of ethnic pride is 
.what the example of Black Power hath 
•wrought. Poles (and Italians and Irish- 
men) are telling the world what for a 
'long time they have been telling each 
.other: They are not the same as every- 
body and they are proud of it. 
: Chicago, with Its 600,000 Polish-Ameri- 
cans, is the logical place for the blossom- 
Ing of Polish pride and for the PNA 
'headquarters, which la on Division Street 
.in a neighborhood where every business 
has a name like Wojtalewicz's Pharma- 
cy, Brodzlmki Funeral Home or Welly's 
•Tavern. 


Chicago Is the site of annual Polish 


Constitution 
Day ceremonies, which 


•draw hundreds of thousands of Poles and 
scores of politicians to Humboldt Park 
•every year to talk about the proud past 
'•nd speak vaguely of the future liber- 
; ation of their long-troubled homeland. 
• Chicago is alao the city where the 
Poles came to work In the stockyards 
during the great immigration wave of 


the late 19th century, where they clus- 
tered in closed communities that still ex- 
ist today, where there are still three 
daily Polish-language newspapers, where 
there are still all-Polish radio stations. 


Mazewski, 54, gave up a law practice 


in 1967 to become a professional Pole as 
PNA president. Workers at PNA head- 
quarters call him "The President" and 
his office vestibule is packed with me- 
mentoes, certificates, plaques, pictures 
of Mazewski with President Nixon and 
Pope Paul and the traditional bowling 
trophies, 


"We have been discriminated against

in this country," he says. "You go for a 
job and just because you have a long 
Polish name you have to be twice as 
good as anyone else. I felt it myself in 
high school and college. But we've suf- 
fered and we've waited. We've gone 
through the trials and tribulations." 


Part of the trials and tribulations has 


been the "Polish joke" craze, which the 
PNA and Mazewski have battled with an 
intensity that reached its peak when a 
skit on Carol Burnett's television show 
burlesqued a character with an obviously 
Polish name. 


"The network told us they never got so 


many calls and letters," Mazewski says, 
smiling. "That show hurt the very root of 
people's ethnic pride and it cemented 
them closer together because they were 
being insulted. 


"There is a sick group of people peddl- 


ing this stuff and I feel insulted person- 
ally when I hear one of these jokes. Eth- 
nic humor is all right but not when it 
shows people as being stupid." 


Moat Polish jokes could just as easily 


be Ecuadorian or Mongolian or North 
PoUan Jokes. Many of them have already 


been Negro jokes and Mazewski is aware 
of the similarities between antiblacl: vand 
atni-Pole discrimination. 


"We've been through it," he says. "We 


have the same desire for dignity, the 
same desire to be appreciated as the 
blacks do." 


The similarities of plight have not, 


however, prevented blacks and Poles 
from often being on opposite sides — 
sometimes literally, on opposite sides of 
a street in a white-black border area. As 
the cooling of the American melting pot 
has found lumps of ethnic cohesion rising 
to the surface, Chicago's Polish-Ameri- 
cans have maintained a frontier-like 
watch over the spread of the city's black 
population. 


"Poles love nothing more than having, 


their own home — it is very important to 
them," Mazewski says. "What they've 
seen of neighborhoods that were in- 
tegrated and then became all-black 
slums has made them afraid. It is an 
economic fear," 


While the bitter cold war between Chi- 


cago's poles and blacks persists, there 
has been something of a breakthrough in 
Detroit, where local Polish-American 
leaders are working with U.S. Rep. John 
Conyers Jr., a black, to improve commu- 
nity relations. 


Although the revived Polish Pride-Pol- 


ish Power movement — and similar stir- 
rings among other ethric groups — did 
not show much vigor uiitil long after the 
blacks had set the example, Mazewski 
denies any causal relationship, con- 
tending the Polish movement grew from 
"something in the air of America, a 
search for the basic roots." 


Wherever it came from, the resur- 


gence is there, Mazewski says. American 
Poles are studying Polish, reading about 
Polish history and learning to polka 
more than ever. Even some of the Uncle 
Stans who shortened their polypolysyllab- 
ic Polish names are putting all those 
"skies" and "wicis" back.

some card sharks who would strip me of 
my earnings and then some. 


These fellows were a little older and a 


little bigger than me and while they nev- 
er caddied, they always seemed to have 
plenty of money. They'd come out in the 
afternoon and deal a game of five-card 
stud behind some bushes, because gam- 
bling was illegal on the caddy grounds. 


Always they would pick out tenderfoots 


to try their luck — and always the ten- 
derfoots would try a few hands. 


I always felt the game was fixed. 


When I'd lose, I'd borrow from them. 


I knew I'd be in big trouble if I worked 


all day and went home broke. But I'd 
always lose, borrow and then owe them 
more. 


I met one of those crooks at a carnival 


one year. I had my brithday money and 
he came up and asked me for 50 cents. I 
told him to drop dead. 


He yanked the string on my cellophane 


cowboy hat and then WHAM BAM — we 
started a fist fight. We punched each oth- 
er until our noses were bloody and we 
could barely breathe. 


Then we happened to roll under a mov- 


ing ferris wheel and the operator of the 
ride stopped the engines and broke us 
up. 


I don't know who got the worst of it. 


We were both dirty and beat. But the 
crook never got his poker money and 
never bothered me again. And I never 
played poker again either. 


Carnival night draws the same crowd 


today it did back in the old days. 


The kids, the teens looking for a little 


action, the bikers, the fat ladies with 


their skinny, hen-pecked husbands who 
roar like they were full of laughing gas, 
young rebels in cut-off sweatshirts flex- 
ing their big tatooed biceps, young 
couples with their children riding the 
merry-go-round, and others going every 
which way. 


"Shut up stupid . ." 
' ' Y o u can't hit a barn potatoe 


nose . . ." 


"Shut your eat hole hotdog face . ." 
The men in the cages you throw balls 


at to dunk. Gosh how they'd egg the kids 
on I never planned to spend as much 
on that game as I did. 


But they'd get my fur up when I'd miss 


and I just couldn't stop until they all had 
been dunked three times, which I felt 
was proper punishment for anyone who 
would egg a boy on like that. 


Another game which drove me wild 


was the hammer. 


"Step right up little guy," the man 


would say. 


Ugh . . . I could hardly lift the ham- 


mer, but I'd try to ring the bell and win 
a cigar. If I couldn't hit the bell at one 
carnival, I'd try all summer until I found 
an easy one to satisfy my male- ego. But 
it never won any fair maidens — just 
cigars which I couldn't smoke, but man- 
, aged to chew. 


And the rides — the rides that help you 


forget everything else in the world ex- 
cept that you're high over the carnival 
grounds in a rocketship or taken breath- 
less on the whip-the-whip, the parachute 
ride, the octopus and the spider. 


Finally, hours after it all begins, you 


get tired, dizzy, full of popcorn and corn 
on the cob and your head hurts from all 
the noise. And you leave and go home to 
bed. 


And what seems strange is that the 


next morning the carnival is always 
gone, as if it had never been to town at 
all. The fairgrounds are empty, except 
for debris . . . 


And the fun of the night before seems 


like a dream.

about $113,000 annually, and that they

"Later, 1970 was budgeted at $123,100 
Nine months later, on September 25, 
1970, the cost was reported at "about 
$200,000 per year" — up some 63 per cent 
over budget — and, based on about 3,500 
homes, an average cost of $4.75 per 
month per family (which is higher than 
the rate generally paid for twice a week 
service the year round). 


Publicity was then given to a $25 000 


annual "saving" to be made through pur- 
chase of compacting facilities at a cost 
of $108,000. The background here is that 
Rolling 
Meadows 
purchased 
foreign 


truck equipment which professional col- 
lectors consider impractical for local 
use, because it does not properly com- 
pact. Thus, Rolling Meadows had to 
make five trips daily to the landfill, pay- 
ing $13 per load, whereas conventional 
compacting trucks would require only 
two loads, at a saving of $39 daily in 
dumping charges alone, plus a saving in 
labor and equipment. 


T h u s , the proposed $108,000 ex- 


penditure for compacting facilities sim- 
ply would make up for inadequacies in 
the truck equipment. 


Actually, in the viewpoint of profes- 


sional collectors, Rolling Meadows trucks 
are over-manned 
and inadequately 


equipped for greatest efficiency — which 
may explain why at the reported 1970 
cost of $4 75 per 
family (without 
in- 


cluding the additional $108,000 for com- 
pacting facilities) it appears that the 
Rolling Meadows "free" garbage service 
is actually the most costly to the tax- 
payer of any in the Chicago area

Chemical Firms In State Honored 


by LOUIS CASSELS 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -Whether you 


rent or own your home, about 25 per cent 
of your total expenditure for housing rep- 
resents the cost of local property taxes. 


These taxes have been rising steeply. 


In some communities, they've gone up as 
much as SCO per cent over the past 20 
years. 


That means a man who bought a house 


in I960 is now having to pay up to five 
time* as much in annual property taxes 
as he figured on. That kind of thing 
wrecks family budgets. 


Taxpayer protests against property 


levies are getting louder by the year. But 
without some basic reforms in the whole 
property tax system, they're not likely to 
do much good. 


CITY AND COUNTY governments are 


heavily dependent on property taxes, 
which bring in about 85 per cent of their 
locally raised revenue At a time when 
they are desperately seeking additional 
funds, local governments would consider 
unthinkable any decrease in their total 
take from property taxes. 


But there are two ways in which prop- 


erty taxes could be made less bur- 
densome on the average family without 
any reduction in the gross revenue intake 
of local governemtns. 


First, the property tax could be made 


more equitable. Studies by the Brookings 
Institution and other Impartial research 
organizations Indicate that substantial 
discrepancies in tax assessments of pri- 
vate property are commonplace through- 
out the country. Corrupt or incompetent 


assessors may tax a favored taxpayer 
far less than an ordinary citizen has to 
pay for a property of comparable value. 


The second way to reduce property tax 


rates without decreasing total revenue is 
to halt the steady erosion of the tax base 
which results from the free-handed 
granting of tax exemptions. 


A CAREFUL survey of 14 major U.S. 


cities by Martin A. Larson and C Stan- 
ley Lowell indicates that about one-third 
of all the real estate in the United States 
is now getting a free nde — at the ex- 
pense of the people who do pay taxes 


If all of this exempt property were 


added to the tax rolls, Larson and Lowell 
estimate, it would mean a saving of 
more than $300 a year to the average 
taxpayer 


There's little hope of that happening, 


because about 70 per cent of the tax-ex- 
empt property belongs to various ech- 
elons of government. Of the remaining 30 
per cent, from one-third to one-half be- 
longs to religious institutions The rest is 
divided among a wide variety of public 
service institutions such as hospitals, 
schools and museums, individuals who 
fall into categories which local lawmak- 
ers have deemed deserving of special tax 
treatment, such as veterans and the 
aged; and business firms which are of- 
fered tax exemptions as bait to get them 
to locate plants in a community 


Although sweeping abolition of tax-ex- 


empt status is not in the cards, alert citi- 
zens can demand that local governments 
become a lot more selective in granting 
it. 


Twenty-four chemical facilities in Illi- 


nois have been honored for their out- 
standing safety records during the year 
1970. These manufacturing and research 
facilities have been awarded Certificates 
of Safety Achievement by the Manufac- 
turing Chemists Association, national 
trade association of the chemical manu- 
facturing industry, for having worked a

In commenting on this achievement, 


William J Driver, President of MCA, 
called attention to the industry's overall 
record of safety and the growing atten- 
tion devoted to industrial safety at both 
the national and local levels 


"It is encouraging to know that the 


safety record of chemical industry em- 
ployees can be recognized as outstanding 
at a tune consonant with national inter- 
est in occupational health and safety 
The safety achievements of these plants 
in Illinois which have completed a calen- 
dar year without a disabling injury re- 
quire constant concentration at all levels 
of management and employees 


"We cannot relax our efforts, however, 


for as production increases so do risks 
These risks must be turned into opportu- 
nities for safety," Mr Driver said

Q — As a result of a fire, I had to 


leave my apartment and live in a motel 
for several months. My insurance com' 
pany reimbursed a portion of my living 
expenses for this period. Is this reim- 
bursement taxable? 


A — That portion of the reimburse- 


ment covering the normal living ex- 
penses, such as rent and meals, you 
would have incurred had the fire not tak- 
en place is taxable The insurance pay- 
ments covering the additional living ex- 
penses caused by the loss of your resi- 
dence due to fire are not taxable The 
living expenses reimbursement will not 
reduce any casualty loss you may be en- 
titled to deduct on your tax return

free from any IRS office 


Q — The IRS computed my tax for me 


and sent me a bill (or the additional tax 
due. Can I pay the tax in installments? 


A — No. The entire tax must be paid 


within thirty days of the date of the bill 
Interest and penalty charges will apply if 
the amount due remains unpaid beyond 
the due date 


Q — Instead of making an estimated 


tax declaration, can I just increase my 
withholding? 


A — Yes, you may increase withhold- 


ing to avoid making an estimated tax 
declaration To determine the amount of 
additional withholding needed, use the 
worksheet that came with the estimated 
tax package Make sure your balance 
due on Form 1040 for 1971 will then be 
less than $40 If you did not get an esti- 
mated forms package, the 1040ES work- 
sheet may be obtained at your local IRS 
office

'Help Wanted9 Sign Out 


At Nation's Hospitals 


by PATRICIA MCCORMACK 


NEW YORK (UPI) -Out of work? 


Maybe ynu should scout the job openings 
at the hospitals near you 


And college graduates who can't land a 


job in their chosen field may do well to 
explore the many job training programs 
now going on in hospitals. The American 
Hospital Association (AHA) reports 2,280 
training plans now are being operated by 
the nation's hospitals. 


The association says the 200,000 jobs to 


be filled by new employes in hospitals 
within the next 12 months range from 
nurses' aides to physicians' assistants, 
At a time when unemployment is rising, 
hospitals, you see, still have the "help 
wanted" sign out front. 


The hospital industry now employes 


three million persons. While it was true 
at one time that hospitals paid skin-flint 
salaries, this is no longer so. 


THE AVERAGE SALARY for a licens- 


ed practical nurse ranges from $95 to 
$159 a week. An X-ray technician starts 
at anywhere from $100 to $177 a week. 


Many hospital jobs, including the ones 


mentioned, require a high school educa- 
tion. In some cases, hospitals are accept- 


ing young persons in the third year 
of high school who can become licensed 
practical nurses upon graduation — with 
the proper training, of course. 


There are now 260 different job cate- 


gories on the hospital front. The Public 
Health Service estimates that by the 
1980s the hospital industry will need 
724,000 additional personnel. 


Some of the new job titles that have 


come into being include — instrument 
room assistant, coordinator of patient 
care, child health associate, inhalation 
therapist. 


AMONG THE MORE than 2,000 hospi- 


tals with training programs nationwide 
are 1,400 teaching students from junior 
colleges for the new jobs. 


But the hospital jobs aren't just for the 


young. The elderly and the retired and 
even the handicapped are being wel- 
comed as hospital employes. 


In an effort to fill vacancies hospitals 


also are recruiting prospective employes 
from among the disadvantage*! groups. 


The latter workers, it has been found, 


are especially effective in working in 
community health clinics, family and 
child care outpatient services, and pro- 
grams for alcoholics and narcotics users. 


Once a person enters the hospital 


field, there are opportunities to move 
upward. You start in one job, train for a 
higher one while employed, then move on 
to the higher-paying, higher status job — 
when qualified.

MONTEGO BAY, Jamaica (UPI) 


—Jamaica has emerged as one of the 
most popular Caribbean island resorts 
for American vacationists in recent 
years, 


For, in addition to beaches along the 


north coast which rank among the finest 
in the West Indies, Jamaica has moun- 
tains, forests, rivers and a wide variety 
of things to see and do. 


One of the newest sightseeing attrac- 


tions is the restored Great House on the 
Rose Hall Planatation, about 10 miles 
east of Montego Bay, whose dark history 
has been preserved over the centuries in 
the legends of the island. 
' 


Its last mistress was the infamous An- 


nie Palmer, the White Witch who prac- 
ticed black magic learned in her early 
years from a voodoo princess in Haiti 
and terrorized the countryside with her 
cruelty. Annie murdered three husbands 
and uncounted lovers and slaves before 
she herself was done in by a slave in her 
bedroom one dark night in 1833. 


THE FINEST RESIDENCE on the is- 


land during the prosperous plantation 
days, the Great Hall was left to crumble 
into ruins, shunned by Jamaicans who 
feared Annie's duppy, or ghost, returned 
nightly to the scene of her bloody crimes'. 


Now, thanks to American industrialist 


John W. Rollins and Ms wife Linda, who 
spent almost six years and about $1.5 
million on repairs and refurnishings, 
Rose Hall Great House once again is one 
of the most beautiful buildings in Ja- 


maica. 


I attended the dedication ceremony at 


the reopening of the Rose Hall Great 
House as a national museum in Febru- 
ary, There were moments when I — and 
I'm sure some of the other guests — al- 
most believed in duppies, too. 


It had been a beautiful day — with the 


sun bright in the cloudless sky and a soft 
wind barely rippling the palms and other 
trees. 


BUT EVEN AS the clergyman stepped 


to the podium for the benediction, dark 
clouds blotted out the sun and the wind 
became chill and freshened until its roar 
r e v e r b r a t e d like thunder through 
loudspeakers set up on the lawn. A slight 
rain began falling when Prime Minister 
Hugh Shearer addressed the more than 
500 guests from Jamaica and the United 
States. 


Rollins followed Shearer and, midway 


in his speech, the rain fell in torrents and 
most of the guests — including myself' — 
sought shelter inside the Great House. 
Later, my wife told me Shearer's chair 
collapsed under him, but he was saved 
by a fall by others on the platform. 


"Blame it on Annie's duppy," said a 


Jamaican friend. I couldn't tell whether 
he was joking or not. 


EXCEPT FOR THE former slave 


quarters on the bottom level, which have 
been converted into a pleasant pub, the 
Great Hall's rooms have been restored 
and furnished as authentically as pos- 
sible from old plans, drawings and other 
documents dating back to the 17th centu- 


ry. Some of the furnishings are genuine 
antiques collected by Mrs. Rollins-during 
her search through Jamaica and else- 
where. 


Another new attraction is the river raf- 


ting trip on the Martha Brae, near Fal- 
mouth, which is about an hour's drive 
from Montego Bay or Ochos Rios. 


It's a shorter trip than down the Rio 


Grande, near Port Antonio on the east- 
ern end of the island, which I took last 
summer — one of my most memorable 
experiences in the West Indies. 


But Martha Brae is much closer to Mo 


Bay and Ochos Rios — Port Antonio is 
about 65 miles from the latter and al- 
most 135 miles from the former. 


WITH OTHER INVITED travel writers 


and guests, we stayed at Rose Hall Holi- 
day Inn, another Rollins enterprise 
which was formally opened the day after 
the real House. There are 588 rooms in 
seven four-story wings around the main 
building which houses all major public 
areas — restaurants, night club, cocktail 
lounges, free-duty shops, etc. 


There are a quarter-mile reef-pro- 


tected white sand beach, a pool with a 
bar on an "island'* in the middle, water 
sports and marine center, tennis courts, 
children's playground and other facil- 
ities. There is, incidentally, no extra 
charge for children under 12 sharing 
their parents' room and baby sitters are 
available. Icemaking and soft drink ma- 
chines are located on all floors in the 
guest wings. 


The championship 18-hole Half Moon- 


Rose Hall golf course is about a chip shot 
away and other land and sea activities 
are available throughout the island.

Dear Dorothy: I don't advocate putting 


poisonous wastes in our waters and I'm 
not for polluting the atmosphere. But, by 
heavens, I don't intend to* live with in- 
sects in my home. What danger is there 
in my using a residual spray in my spi- 
der-infested basement? -Melvin W. 


The risk is minimal so long as you 


don't go inhaling the stuff. The advice 
I've been giving about spraying 10. per 
cent chlordane around outside founda- 
tions Is still valid, but a good guess is 
that it will toon be labeled dangerous. 
The word is that such a poison leaches 
into the ground and contaminates either 
earth or water, But a residual spray in a 
basement is not in this category. Some 
ardent environmentalists argue that in- 
sects are a part of the natural cycle and 
should not be attacked by sprays. But 
most people prefer their homes to be 
non-infested, and for these I have not the 
slightest hesltance in recommending any 
residual spray bearing government ap- 
proval. 


Dear Dorothy: Whenever my own roy- 


al highness starts to put on extra pound- 
age, f start putting carrots and celery in 
a glass of water in the refrigerator. And 
the moment he starts heading that way I 
gently remind him of the low calorie 
snack. He makes cracks, but I notice 
that he concedes the point.

MOST PEOPLE who have wanted to 


get or stay in shape have either enter- 
tained the idea or have tried jogging. 


This spring I rationalized about it for 


several weeks ('Til start when it's above 
freezing 'cause the cold air could hurt 
my lungs" or "I'll wait until the rainy 
season is over 'cause I might catch a 
cold"). 


Then, after putting it off until April, I 


began a one-mile jaunt around the neigh- 
borhood. That first week I'd jog a quar- 
ter mile, walk for a minute and then jog 
another. I told myself that it wasn't good 
for my heart to start right off and over- 
do. 


By the second week the burning longs 


had cooled off, the sweating wasn't as 
profuse and the recuperation period was 
shorter. My wife though I wasn't going to 
U»e the first couple of times I dragged 
la. And when I left my Jog togs scattered 
from the front door to the shower, she 
often was ready to kill me if the running 
didn't. 


Near the end of the second week I had 


cut my time from 10 to seven minutes. 
That's not even a threat to the all-time 
slowest mile record, but I felt in shape. 


At least I did until the Illinois State 


High School track and field meet at 
Champaign last Saturday. I was among 
the over 15,500 people who watched a stu- 
dious looking runner from Lincoln-Way 
High School cruise around the Memorial 
Stadium curves in nearly the same 
amount of time as me except he was run- 
ning two miles! 


Dave Merrick is this super youngster's 


name and distance running is as much a 
part of his life as breathing. So much so 
that when he had finished with a prece- 
dent setting double win (mile and two 
mile events), he wasn't even winded. In- 
stead he was laughing and shaking hands 
With the frustrated also-rans. 
; Suddenly I felt old, a very old 26. 
'• Merrick's magnificence was just one of 
the many thrills the two-day meet held 
for me, a first year man at the showcase 
ef speed, power and perfection. 
- First stop on Saturday was the discus 
area, located outside the stadium. That 
was where the lonely big men tried for 
that one great toss that would being 
them a first-place medal. 
• Jim Leonardo, a junior from Elk 
Grove had had a toss of 159-9 on Friday 
and had a great chance to score points 
for his high school. He failed to surpass 
Us previous toes but it was good enough 
to give the school its first point ever — 
that had to be a kick for anyone con- 
nected with the Grove. 
: Then It was down to the stadium in- 
4teld, Into the sea of colorful uniform*. 
'. It was fun to watch such streaks as 
Howard Jones, Gale Murphy and Howard 
Strickland, the powerful weight men 
grunting out the shot, the high jumpers 
jwaring to heights even greater than a 
prep basketball center and vaulters dou- 
bling that height with their Hexing 
3»les. 
I It was also tough seeing Fremd's Bill 
^farocki just miss winning the 880-yard 
3run. He seemed to have given his best 
•but last year's state runnerup was just a 
Ittte bit better. 
*. Conant's Dean Wendoll was another 


runner that was nosed out. Running in 
the 180-yard low hurdles, Wendoll seem- 
ed to have trouble between the last hur- 
dle and the finish line and ended up 
sixth. 


• This race as well as the 100-yard dash 
finals had blanket finishes. And where 
was a video tape machine like had been 
used by Prospect High School in its dis- 
trict? 


There wasn't any being used. Just the 


skillful eyes of the judges. But in such 
close finishes, blinking can. cause a judg- 
ment error. 


In both of these races and also in the 


220-yard dash, replaying the finish would 
have avoided any controversies, avoided 
the buzzing of doubt and contempt after 
each of these photo finishes. 


If anything spoiled this sunny, vaca- 


tion-like weekend it had to be the up- 
setting feeling of knowing that there 
would always be doubts in the minds of 
those runners who were involved in each 
of those tight finishes. 


Such a taping machine should be man- 


datory from now on out. One area coach 
has suggested that it could be placed 
right on the spotters' stand to be used 
whenever the finish Is too close to safely 
call. He also thought that another ma- 
chine could be used to follow the race. 


This latter machine could also record 


tapes that could be used by the coaches 
in order to produce track and field within 
the school. 


Watching the record-shattering

formances was a treat. It even left a me- 
diocre track man like myself wondering 
what kind of times I could clock run- 
ning on the rubber surfaced track . . . 
. . . Maybe I could cut my mile time 
down to six initiates flat... maybe.

Tom Seidel just sat on the Forest View 


bench seemingly dazed by the disastrous 
events of the past two games. 


The Falcons' head baseball coach had

There were no extraordinary gains or 


losses In either period. 


Net earnings per common share out- 


standing rose to 84 cents in the first 
quarter of 1971 from 61 cents in the first 
quarter of 1970. On a fully diluted basis, 
the per share earnings were 73 cents in 
the first quarter of 1971 and 57 cents in 
1970. 


Total revenues were $573.8 million in 


the first quarter of this year compared to 
$•507.4 million hi the corresponding 1970 
quarter. 


HARTLEY ATTRIBUTED the higher 


earnings to the effect of full operation of 
Union's new Chicago refinery, to a de- 
crease in interest paid and to higher 
sales volume at somewhat better product 
prices on a company-wide basis. 


Union's sales of petroleum products in- 


creased from 430,800 barrels daily in the 
first quarter of 1970 to 467,600 barrels 
dally in the first quarter of 1971. 


Commenting on the task the oil in- 


dustry faces in supplying its share of the 
nation's energy needs, Hartley said, 
"Unless Americans reduce their creature 
comfort demands and their rate of 'popu- 
lation growth, it seems probable that our 
nation's energy requirements will be 
some 50 per cent higher in 1980 and 200 
per cent higher in the year 2000 than 
they are today." 


He estimated that oil and gas con- 


sumption in the next 30 years would ex- 
ceed the energy equivalent of 400 billion 
barrels of crude oil. By contrast, he said, 
today's proved oil and gas- reserves in 
the United States are the equivalent of 
less than 100 billion barrels. 


"The Job probably cannot be accom- 


plished by conventional oil and gas ex- 
ploration in the United States. It also will 
mean developing Colorado's oil shale de- 
posits and the conversion of coal to gas. 
It will mean finding oil and gas in new 
and unlikely places. Last but not least, it 
will mean the discovery and devel- 
opment of overseas oil deposits," Hartley 
said.

This is the most recent of more 
than 50 team visits made by Realtors 
who donate their time without charge to 
cities and counties with special prob- 
lems, according to E. Thornton Ibbetson, 
Bellflower, Calif., chairman of the Build 
America Better Committee. 


As in other visits, a team of four Real- 


tors went to Riverside County, at the in- 
vitation of the Riverside Board of Real- 
tors and county officials, for nearly a 
week of intensive research. The visit 
ended with a large public meeting at 
which team members presented their 
recommendations. 
The 
recommenda- 


tions, along with background material 
about the county and Moreno Valley, 
were then compiled into a book, copies of 
which now are in possession of the Riv- 
erside Board of Realtors.

When completed, Walden will have 


3,000 residential units in townhouses, 
apartments and highrises with recrea- 
tional facilities; 250,000 square feet of of- 
fice space; 80,000 square feet of com- 
mercial space, the motor inn and service 
stations.

liam J. Walsh and McCormick In- 
vestments, Inc. General contractor for 
the first four phases is Pepper Construc- 
tion Co. of Chicago. Land planner and 
landscape architect is Sasaki-Walker & 
Associates of Sausalito, Calif. Architect 
is Karl Trefflnger & Associates of San 
Francisco. Architect for the motor inn is 
William Bond of Memphis, Tenn, 


Team members included F. Lawrence 


Dow, Hartford, Conn., chairman; Robert 
E. Allen, Richmond, Ind.; Donald H. Ma- 
son, Amarillo, Tex.; Adolph C. Rohland, 
Bethesda, Md.; and Jean R. Paulson, 
Washington, D. C., staff representative, 
who had spent a week in Riverside Coun- 
ty prior to the team visit to compile in- 
formation. 


DOW POINTED out that the Riverside 


visit was one of the most unusual in the 
history of the program in that it involved 
planning for an expected huge population 
push into a county which is about the 
size of the state of New Jersey, but 
which has a current population of about 
450,000. Factors which will boost popu- 
lation, he said, include the Ferris Reser- 
voir, just two years from completion; the 
availability of land in smaller parcels; 
and a rapid push of population from 
crowded Orange and Los Angeles coun- 
ties. 


Team members praised county leaders 


for plans already on paper, but warned 
that other California counties, rich in re- 
sources and human ability, had partially 
failed because they did not envision what 
a suddenly expanded population can do 
to a county. 


Warnings also were issued by the team 


on a variety of other subjects, particular- 
ly zoning and long-range planning for 
mobile homes. Since Riverside County is 
one of the nation's heaviest manufac- 
turers of mobile homes, and one of its 
greatest users, this was an issue of para- 
mount importance. Thousands of mobile 
homes in the county are situated on 
single lots as well as in parks, and the 
team recommended that they be restrict- 
ed to parks or subdivisions. The Realtors 
further made recommendations that lot 
sizes for the mobile homes be enlarged, 
and street widths in parks be widened.

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New Housing 
Boon to Shopper 


The current new housing surge in the 


Chicago metropolitan area is a boon to 
existing home shoppers, according to 
John L. Hall, senior vice president and 
general sales manager for Baird t ' 
Warner, Inc. 


He reports that sales of existing homes 


during the first three months of 1971 are 
56 per cent ahead of last year. Hall gives 
much of the credit for this strong per- 
formance to the healthy condition of new 
housing construction. 


"When leading homebuiMers last fan 


started predicting that new home and 
apartment starts would rise anywhere 
from 20 to 60 per cent in 19711 knew we 
would have a banner year, too," said 
Hall. 


"We hope the fact that all this activity 


is occurring in what is normally the 
slowest time of year ends the myth of 
seasonally in real estate." 


He declared that an increase in the 


supply of new housing Is as beneficial to 
people buying and selling new homes as 
it is to newlyweds, families waiting for a 
first home they can afford, mobile sin- 
gles, or homeowners going back to an 
apartment. 


He suggested that the housing decline 


and tight money crunch of 1969-70 simply 
took a lot of people out of the market and 
generated a "stay-put" attiude among 
many others. 


"The result was a logjam. Older 


couples with homes too large as a result 
of children growing up and leaving home 
had difficulty finding buyers and, in 
many cases, had nowhere suitable to go. 
Growing families were unable to move 
up, and younjer families couldn't fit into 
the home ownership picture at all be- 
cause it was being blocked at the top." 


New housing is easing this situation 


considerably, said Hall. With thousands 
of new apartments coming into the mar- 
ket — city and suburban— and many 
m o r e under construction or being 
planned, so-called "empty-nesters" have 
a wide range of choice. This sets the usu- 
al sales cycle back into motion. 


An infusion of new housing also acts to 


stabilize the price of existing homes, Hall 
said. He explained that some sellers had 
priced their homes unrealitistically high 
on the premise that people looking for a 
home in a tight markt would be for-ed

Know Conditions Of A Home Loan 


While interest rates on residential 


mortgages are at the lowest point for the 
past several years, borrowing money is 
still expensive. 


This makes it important that the bor- 


rower know as much as possible about 
the sources, terms, and conditions of 
home loans, according to the Small 
Homes Council-Building Research Coun- 
cil of the University of Illinois at Ur- 
bana-Champaign. The responsibility of 
the borrower and the lender, the prelim- 
inary and extra costs involved in tak- 
ing out a loan and the general procedure 
in applying for and obtaining a loan are 


explained in the council's circular Al.3, 
Financing the Home. 


The circular also explains the practice 


of "discounting" a loan. "It is sometimes 
better for the borrower if the interest 
rate is higher and the loan is made with- 
out a discount," the council stated. Dis- 
counts, unlike interest costs, are not tax 
deductible and can never be reduced by 
prepayment or refinancing. Since the dis- 
count is payable when the loan is made, 
the true cost of borrowing is significantly 
higher-than the basic interest rate. 


The circular also provides information 


to help ti.c i-eader determine how much 


he can safely spend for a house, and the 
amount of monthly payments he can af- 
ford to make. It also compares the 
monthly payment and the total cost of 
loans at varying interest rates for peri- 
ods of 20, 25 and 30 years.

Systems Building (or industrialized 


building): the general term applied to 
the building method in which major 
parts (or components) of a building are 
fabricated and assembled in a factory, 
then transported to the building site 
where they are quickly erected into a 
completed building. 


N Components: the basic parts of the 
building that are factory-produced. These 
may be roof trusses, wall panels, floor 
slabs, or a box or cube that may become 
one or more rooms of the building. 


Module: generally a boz-or cube- 


shaped structure that makes up one or 
more rooms of a completed building. 
Module may consist of several bedrooms, 
the living/dining room, or the kitch- 
en/bathroom/utility room. Modules can 
be stacked to create multi-story build- 
ings. 


Sectlonallzed Building: another term 


applied for any type of bousing or other 
building which consists of a number of 
modules (or sections) joined together 
(side by side or stacked one atop the oth- 
er) to form complete dwelling units. 


Packaged Home: a borne or other 


building that is completely fabricated in 
a plant, and then shipped as a "pack-

Characteristic 
Climb Continues 


The unusually strong climb in savings 


characteristic of the first quarter of the 
year continued in April, and mortgage 
lending set a new monthly record. 


These are the major trends evident in 


the U. S. Savings and Loan League's 
monthly sample survey that includes 638 
reporting associations that hold 33 per 
cent of the total savings of the business. 


In April, deposits grew by an esti- 


mated $1.9 billion. This gain set a record 
for that month by a very wide margin; 
the previous biggest April increase was 
$505 million in 1967. Normally, April sees 
a very small growth or a loss in deposits 
at savings and loans because it is a post- 
dividend month when savers move their 
money out of accounts following the 
crediting of quarterly interest. This move- 
ment of funds from existing accounts 
held the gain in April of last year down 
to $239 million, and caused a loss of more 
than half a billion dollars in the same 
month of two years ago. 


The estimated gam of $1.9 billion in 


April contradicts a widely held assump- 
tion that the growth in savings deposits 
at savings and loan associations had 
slowed down from a rapid pace reached 
in the first quarter of the year. Through 
April, at least, there was little evidence 
of a significant tapering off in savings 


% flows. 


On a seasonally adjusted basis savings 


in April were growing at the annual rate 
of $34 billion, down marginally from the 
$36 billion for March. The gain in savings 
deposits for the first four months of the 
year ran up to $11 billion, almost equal- 
ling the best full year on record in the 
annals of the savings and loan business; 


Mortgage lending showed unusual 


strength in April with closings amounting 
to $3.2 billion, a record not only for April 
but for any month, including those of 
summer when building and real estate 
sales activity reach their seasonal highs. 


The high volume of $3.2 billion in mort- 


gage loan closings permitted associations 
to balance almost perfectly their major 
inflows from savings gains and mortgage 
loan repayments. The $1.9 billion in sav- 
ings deposits and $1.2 billion in mortgage 
loan repayments provided associations 
with major cash .flows totaling $3.1 bil- 
lion. These major flows just about equal- 
led their loan closings and represented a 
shift from the conditions of the first 
quarter when major inflows ran ahead of 
mortgage lending by $5.3 billioa 


The ability of associations to translate 


their major flows into mortgage lending 
in the next few months will play a cru- 
cial role in determining the reaction of 
the business to possible rate cuts or re- 
payments of Federal Home Loan Bank 
advances in the months immediately 
ahead.

Appliance Sales 
Are Increasing 


Home appliance sales for April were 2 


per cent over a year ago, the Association 
of Home Appliance Manufacturers has 
announced. 


Sales for the year to date are up 5 per 


cent. 


April sales were 2,486,200 units com- 


pared to the previous April record of 
2.428,600 units reached last year. 


In the first four months of 1971, ship- 


ments totaled 9,288,200 appliance units 
vs. 8,836,100 a year ago. 


Largest April increases were reported 


in room air conditioners which were up 3 
per cent, a gain of 50,200 units; freezers 
which were 17 per cent ahead of last 
year on sales increases of 19,500 units; 
disposers which were up 26,800 units-a 
17 per cent increase; and refrigerators 
which had a 4 per cent gain and a sales 
increase of 16,100 units.

"CHANCES ARE that if you're already 


paying between $2004300 a month in 
rent, you're a good candidate for a new 
home," he said. 


"When you go shopping, there are 


three types of mortgages available, de- 
pending upon certain qualifications. They 
are Veterans Administration (VA), Fed- 
eral Housing Administration (FHA) and 
a conventional mortgage from a savings 
and loan institution. 


"You have to be a veteran'of the 


armed services to qualify for a VA mort- 
gage. But with it, you should need no 
down payment," he said. "Also you must 
be able to support the monthly mortgage 
payment with your salary and part of 
your wife's income. Usually VA counts 
part of your wife's income to help offset 
automobile loans and other personal 
debts. 


"Anyone may apply for either an FHA 


or a conventional mortgage. On an FHA, 
the minimum down payment is 3 per 
cent of the first $15,000. Ten per cent of 
the next $10,000 and 20 per cent of the 
rest of the mortgage. Maximum mort- 
gage handled is $33,000," said Craig. 
"Under the FHA plan, you and your wife 
may count both your incomes completely 
to determine financial ability to handle 
the mortgage. 


"IN THE CASE OF the conventional 


mortgage, the requirements are a little 
tighter but a lot depends upon personal 
negotiation with the particular savings 
and loan. Go to two or more places to get 
a better idea of rates and terms. 


The conventional mortgage requires a 


homebuyer to put. down from 10-20 per 
cent and permits him to claim his in- 
come only in proving financial ability on 
the mortgage, he said. "If turned down 
by one place, try another. A turndown 
does not show on any of your credit 
records anyway," Craig added. 


First, Craig suggested selecting sev- 


eral homes for sale and talking to sales- 
man about them. "The salesman will 
help you figure out the monthly mort- 
gage and down payment on them. Then 
you have something to shoot for," he

Union Camp Corp, announced that its 


net income for the first quarter was 
16,714,000 or 45 cents per share, down 15 
per cent from the record level of 
97,940,000 or 53 cents per share in the 
year-earlier period. Sales were 
9123,759,000, up 12 per cent 
from 


9110,541,000 a year ago to set a new high 
for a first quarter. 


Alexander Calder Jr., president and 


chief executive officer, said that about 
five cents per share of the earnings re- 
duction was due to higher effective taxes 
in 1971. The 1970 first quarter benefited 
from the net effect of the company's in- 
vestment tax credit minus last year's tax 
surcharge. He added that soft prices in 
some of the company's paper and 
paperboard product lines also contrib- 
uted to the profit decline. 


Calder said that while the company's 


first quarter pre-tax earnings showed a 
seven per cent decline from the similar 
1970 period, they had increased three per 
cent over the fourth quarter of last year. 
"This improvement over the fourth quar- 
ter and activity In recent weeks give 
some evidence that the decline experi- 
enced in our paper based businesses is 
coming to an end," he said. 


In commenting on the company's non- 


paper operations, Calder said that the 
earnings contributions of its chemical 
and building products divisions were sub- 
stantially higher than in the 1970 first 
quarter. "Each month has shown a siz- 
able Improvement in the volume of our 
lumber and plywood sales," he noted. 
"The strong current housing demand 
should also reflect itself in other com- 
pany related activities, including our re- 
tail building supply outlets and our land 
development and borne building proj- 
ects."

Information on savings accounts inter- 


est rates and other economic devel- 
opments in the Seventh Federal District 
have been outlined by the research de- 
partment of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Chicago. 


Most Seventh District banks are hold- 


ing the line on savings deposit interest 
rates, according to preliminary data 
from the April 30 Survey of Time and 
Savings Deposits. Of the 232 banks in- 
cluded in the survey sample, only 16 re- 
ported rate reductions on regular pass- 
book savings since the end of January. 
All were from the 4to per cent ceiling 
rate to 4 per cent. Of the 16 banks report- 
ing rate declines, 13 were in Michigan. 
First-quarter inflows to Michigan urban 
area banks were especially large. 


On open account time deposits and 


small denomination CDs, however, near- 
ly half of the sample banks reported low- 
er rates. Reductions ranged from as 
little as 1/10 to as much as a full per- 
centage point, but most were Vi point. 
About one-third of the banks which re- 
ported rate reductions on multiple ma- 
turity time deposits have ceased Issuing 
longer-term time deposits (certificates 
maturing in one year or more at rates up 
to 5.75 per cent) since the January sur- 
vey. 


More than 30 per cent of outstanding 


commercial and industrial loans at the 
largest Seventh District banks are to 
firms engaged in the manufacture of du- 
rable goods. Within this category, ma- 
chinery producers account for the largest 
share of credit. Nationwide, durables ac- 
count for about 22 per cent of business 
loans. 


In the seventh District, soft goods pro- 


ducers, too, are more important as bor- 
rowers, than nationally, while trade, util- 
ity, and service firms are relatively less 
important. In both the nation and the dis- 
trict, the share accounted for by makers 
of durables is slightly higher tha.< five 
years ago. In general, however, the in- 
dustrial distribution tends to remain fair- 
ly constant, reflecting the importance of 
various types of economics activity in 
the area. 


CONSUMER 
INSTALLMENT credit 


on the books of Seventh District banks at 
the end of the first quarter was only 2 
per cent above the year-earlier level. 
The nationwide increase was about 4 per 
cent, compared with a 7 per cent gain in 
the previous 12 months. The slow growth 
in this district is attributable mainly to a 
7 per cent decline in purchased auto pa- 
per as the impact of last fall's auto 
strike was not erased in the first quarter. 
Auto paper accounts for almost half of 
district bank installment loan portfolios, 
Other consumer goods, paper and per- 
sonal loans rose about 10 per cent in the 
year ended last March. 


The loan-deposit ratio at nine out of 10 


of the district's large banks is below 
year-ago levels, reflecting substantial de- 
posit inflows coupled with small gains in 
loans, The average individual bank ratio 
of loans (excluding sales of federal funds 
and loans to security brokers and deal- 
ers) to collected deposits was 66 per cent 
on the last Wednesday of April 1971, 
compared to 71 per cent a year earlier. 
In part, the reduction in these ratios has 
resulted from the currently larger pro- 
portion of total liabilities in the form of 
deposits. 


Less than one-third of the 55 large dis- 


trict banks had ratios over 70 per cent at 
the end of last month. Half were in this 
range a year earlier. The highest individ- 
ual ratio was p9 per cent, compared with 
106 per cent in April 1970. The proportion 
of banks with ratios under 60 per cent 
increased 11 per cent to 29 per cent. 


In a recent ruling, the Federal Reserve 


Board extended the list of obligations eli- 
gible as collateral for advances to mem- 
ber banks to include: securities guaran- 
teed by the Federal Home Loan Mort- 
gage Corp., certificates issued by the 
trustees of the Penn Central Trans- 
portation Company that are fully guaran- 
teed by the Secretary of Transportation, 
and U. S. Postal Service obligations.

Mounted at ankle height on the outside 
walls, especially under windows, it neu- 
tralizes the cold and draft, according to 
the council. 


Holladay lists the following as the most 


frequently asked questions on REITs: 


Q. How do real estate investment 


trusts operate? 


A. Much in the manner of mutual 


funds, in that they sell shares to the pub- 
lic and then invest this money under pro- 
fessional management. The principal dif- 
ference is that mutual funds invest in 
corporate securities while REITs invest 
in a variety of real estate-oriented proj- 
ects. 


Q. Where can shares be purchased? 
A. At any stock brokerage firm. About 


a dozen REITs are listed on the New 
York Stock Exchange, 27 on the Ameri- 
can Stock Exchange, and the others are 
traded over-the-counter 


Q. Is there more than one kind of 


trust? 


A. Generally speaking, there are two 


Equity trusts use their assets to buy real 
property — shopping centers, apart- 
ments, commercial and industrial build- 
ings, etc., with rent being their principal 
source of income. The second type is the 
mortgage trust, which invests mostly in 
first mortgages or other liens against 
real property. The mortgages may be 
short-term loans to builders or long-term 
on income property. 


Q How do the trusts make their mon- 


ey' 


A As noted, equity trusts get income 


from properties they buy. The mortgage 
trusts depend on leverage — the differ- 
ence in the cost of money they borrow 
and the interest income they receive on 
the loans they make. Thus, interest fluc- 
tuations have little impact on such a 
trust's operations. They can, if well- 
backed, always supply mortgage money 
for sound real estate projects. 


Q How do shareholders benefit? 
A. First, REITs are tax-exempt and 


are required to pay out 90 per cent of 
their ordinary income in the form of divi- 
dends to shareholders. Because of this 
tax exempt status, dividend payments 
generally can be higher than would ordi- 
narily be the case. Also, there is no 
double taxation as there is with other 
securities, such as stocks and bonds, in 
which the corporations also pay taxes. 
Only the shareholder pays taxes on his 
REIT dividend income. Secondly, share- 
holders stand to gain through possible 


appreciation of their capital investment 
in the trust. 


Q. How do the trusts decide where to 


invest? 


A. This is the key to successful trust 


management. CMI and DMI rely heavily 
initially on their investment advisers 
who are, skilled in all phases of real es- 
tate and mortgage investments and 
make on-the-site inspections. Their rec- 
ommendations then go to the boards of 
the companies for further scrutiny and 
review and final decisions. Since a 
trust's success depends upon a max- 
imum return with a minimum of risk, 
vthis decision is of utmost importance to 
the trust and its shareholders. 


Q. What kind of return do REITs pay 


their investors' 


A. DMI does not make specific per 


share income projections. CMI, which 
has the same sponsorship as DMI, has 
achieved 30 per cent average annual 
compound growth rate in earnings per 
share since it started operations in 1982. 
DMI's earnings in the fourth quarter of 
last year, the first for which earnings 
were available on a comparable basis, 
increased 42 per cent over the first quar- 
ter of the year before.

Q. Is investment in a REIT a fool-proof 


way to make money? 


A. No. There is some risk inherent in 


all investing. However, trust manage- 
ments try to minimize the risk by diver- 
sification of investments and, in the case 
of DMI and CMI, constant supervision of 
all details of the investment from the be- 
ginning of a project until its completion 
and ultimate operation. 


Q. How did the trusts perform in the 


recent down market and since? 


A. REITs enjoyed a rapid growth in 


'• the late '60s, because of the tight money 
situation, but the easier credit that has 
developed in the '70s has not halted this 
growth — in fact, the contrary is true. 
Despite the decline in the general level 
of interest rates over the past few 
months, studies show that the net in- 
come of leading real estate trusts has 
continued to rise. 


A. What is the future outlook? 
A. While the criteria for evaluation of 


investments differ among trust manage- 
ments, those which act most wisely and 
have strong financial backing have the 
potential for expanded earnings over the 
next few years, he concluded.

4-WHAT IS the major cause of delays 


in processing applications for social se- 
curity payments? 


A-A lack of satisfactory proof of age 
causes the most delays. 


Q—WHAT DO you recommend that a 


person should do about proofs of his age 
and when should he do it? 


A—There are many reasons why a per- 


son should have some documentary proof 
of his age throughout his life time since 
he may need it for employment, insur- 
ance, school, etc. It is important to se- 
cure the proof as early in life as possible, 
and in no instance is it advisable that 
you put off securing proof until time to 
file for social security. If you do delay 
getting it there usually is a delay encoun- 
tered in developing your claim for social 
security. 


Q-WHAT TYPE of proof of age is de- 


sired? 


A—First of all, contact the county 


clerk of the County or Bureau of Vital 
Statistics of the state in which you were 
born to get an official document of birth. 
If there is no record, save the letter that 
tells you this. The next source of proof is 
a baptismal record, from the church, if 
you were ever baptized. If neither of 
these proofs are recorded, try to get a 
letter or statement from the school you 
first attended, at the age of 6 or there- 
abouts, giving information as to what 
their records show and the date that the 
record was made. 


Or a census record can be secured — 


social security offices have the forms to 
be used to request a census record. 
Again, if none of the foregoing can be 
secured, insurance policies, issued at a 
young age, a copy of your marriage li- 
cense, or copy of the oldest child's birth 
certificate, in that order, would be pre- 
ferred. These are the principal proofs. 
Others can be used, if necessary.

Q—I WAS discharged from the Army 


because of a leg injury, and accepted 
severance pay in a lump sum, Since I 
have been awarded disability com- 
pensation by the VA, can you tell me 
why I am not being paid? 


A—Disability compensation for your 


leg injury will be withheld and applied 
against the amount of severance pay un- 
til the full amount is liquidated. After 
that, VA will start sending compensation 
checks if your disability is still rated 10 
per cent or more by our standards. . 


Q—IF A veteran arranges for his Na- 


tional Service Life Insurance to be paid 
in a lump sum, may his beneficiary se- 
lect another method of payment? 


A—Yes, The NSLI beneficiary can 


have all or part of the insurance paid in 
monthly installments over a period of 
years, or for life. But the beneficiary 
cannot select a lump sum payment if the 
insured designated monthly payments. 


Q-MY HUSBAND has been reported 


as missing in action. I understand I may 
now be eligible for educational benefits 
through the Veterans Administration. Is 
this true? 


A-Yes. Recent legislation (PL 91-584) 


authorizes educational benefits for wives 
of prisoners of war or veterans missing 
in action for a total of more than 90 
days.

Almighty Do liar 


Apartments did not have an easy time 


making their way into the suburbs, nor 
are they having an easy go of it today. 


Old-time suburbanites fought the arriv- 


al of apartments through local village 
governments, and developers often pre- 
ferred the route of building in unincorpo- 
rated areas. 


Some early apartment 
complexes, 


though individually not too bad, were 
clustered in a haphazard fashion and 
represent genuine zoning freaks. 


While driving down major roads, ab- 


stract conglomerations are seen. A 
closer view of the individual complex 
however, often reveals appealing open 
space. Trim and good maintenance also 
become apparent, giving the devel- 
opments of the mid-and early-60s a liv- 
able and sometimes attractive air. 


Newer developments, the product of 


more creative land planners and watch- 
ful local authorities, have brought »ome 
real innovations to the area. 


BUT THE DOLLAR still plays the ma- 


jor role concerning what goes where and 
if a development will go at all. 


The creature called "the landlord" is 


nearly as feudal a term as the dark 
ages, when the phrase originated. Except 
for a scattered number of two-, three-, 
four-and six-flats, today's 
apartment 


complex is the property of diverse in- 
vestors forming a corporation phantom 
to the resident. 


The management company or manage- 


ment staff has been placed to run most 


apartments, and the apartment manager 
is on a bronco ride between owner and 
tenant. 


In every apartment building ever con- 


structed, a long, hard battle over where 
the dollar can best go has been fought 
between the men who packaged the de- 
velopment, village officials where the 
buildings are located and the mortgage 
companies who dump millions of dollars 
into each building. 


The three forces then ally at com- 


pletion and the property manager is 
handed a hundred or more empty 
"units" that he must get rented and 
make the new tenant happy to call 
"home." 


THE INVESTORS want profits and 


good maintenance because they went 
into the venture to make money and 
happy tenants are conducive to their 
goal. 


The villages want investors to make 


profits 'because profits mean' tax reve- 
nues. Villages want good maintenance 
hoping the development will be a bur- 
denless credit to the community. 


The tenant wants his money's worth 


for rent paid to the corporate phantom, 
and he wears the grief of poor mainte- 
nance when it exists. 


Property managers have to keep ev- 


erybody happy or they'll lose the job, 
and the turnover rate in the trade ap- 
pears to be high. 


So everyone views his position through 


the green filter of the dollar bill.

Hunting? Here're Features You Should Look For 


Choosing an apartment can be a gruel- 


ing experience for persons hunting up a 
new place to live. They are best advised 
to keep a scorecard. ' 


The basic necessity sought when look- 


ing for a unit is enough room for you and 
all the things you plan to bring along, 
whether they be children, pets, furniture 
or a place for hobby equipment. 


The apartment market is competitive, 


with owners shopping around themselves 
to see what other owners with "com- 
parable amenities" are asking in rent. 


• But what's comparable to the owners 
might not be according to the renter's 
special needs, so set a range for your 
rent and look at as many developments 
as time allows. 


If a development has broad recreation- 


al facilities, ask youself how much use 
you'll make of them. 


A FEW developments offer bus service 


to commuter stations. If the bus can 
save the expense of owning a second car 
or creates a special convenience for your 
family, it is worthwhile. 


People who only need a place to hang 


their hat can find a bargain in two, four 
and six-flats providing only pure living 
space. 


In comparing rents, don't forget to 


check what extra expenses are attached. 
Is the parking free and is it adequate? 
Does the owner pay heat and air condi- 
tioning costs? Which development offers 
the least expensive way to get to and 
from work? 
' 


The time you spend and distance you 


travel going to and from your job are 
both worth money. Eliminating an extra 
20 minutes driving and 10 miles traveling 
each day can add up to a lot of value 
across a year. 


Is the service and security the devel- 


oper offers adequate? Don't just ask the 
rental agent, ask the people who are liv- 
ing there. They'll give you a more candid 
answer and you'll also get an opportunity 
to meet persons who might soon be your 
neighbors. 


Ask the neighbors about soundproofing 


too. You'll be better off asking how noisy 
the apartment is in advance, than wait- 
ing to hear for yourself. 


Private buses fill a need for tenants and help keep cars off crowded roads. 
Poor maintenance drags the whole place dowh. 


Oivners' Side: 'Maintenance Costs High? 


"Few owners are greedy," said Hildy 


Pollinger, Resident Apartment Managers 
Club president. "They just have to show 
some return for their investment. 


"An apartment complex takes a large 


staff and thousands and thousands of dol- 
lars to maintain," she added. 


A woman wanting a black ceiling and 


orange walls in her apartment will say 
owners are just out for the money, not 
realizing it would take 12 coats of paint 
to cover the odd-colored walls after she 
moved, Hildy said. 


"At the end of the month if a tenant 


can't pay rent we try to work with, 
them," she added, to show owners are 
compassionate toward tenants. 


Wearing the two hats of tenant and 


spokeswoman for apartment manage- 
ment. Hildy said she can see both points 
of view concerning security deposits. 


TENANTS SHOULD realize that tlie 


owner needs protection against damage 
to his property and that it takes $200 to 
get an apartment back into condition 
evrn if it has received good care. 


The security deposit also provides the 


owner with a cash flow needed to cover 
constantly rising expenses, she added. So 
it is difficult to keep the money in a sep- 
arate account that will pay the tenant 
some interest. Hildy said. 


She also feels the tenant is entitled to a 


return on his security deposit, and told of 
an idea that could provide dividends. 


"Give the tenant in opportunity to in- 


vest in the property," Hildy said. A ten- 
ant investment plan would inspire the 


resident to take care of the property be- 
cause it would mean more to him. 


Under the plan, money equal to a se- 


curity deposit, or a little more, would be 
used to purchase stock in the devel- 
opment. When the tenant moved he 
would have the opportunity of returning 
his shares for cash or leaving it invested. 


If he was liable for some damage to 


his apartment, the amount due the devel- 
opment would be deducted. Hildy said 
the idea has rough points to work out and 
its feasibility is a matter of opinion. 


BUT A TENANT Investment plan 


could make people feel more a part of 
the place where they are living. She 
sees the ideas as a happy medium be- 
tween condominiums and rental units 
because it provides a sense of belong-, 
ing and at the same time does not tie 
the investing tenant to the development 
beyond the length of his lease. 


Hildy has a conservative attitude about 


leases. She told of plans for open leases 
in the Northwest suburbs where the own- 
er can raise the rent and the tenant can 
move out any time he wants, provided 30 
days notice is given. 


She doesn't like the idea because the 


tenant never has a sense of security. She 
said the plan is being considered by 
owners because in today's economy they 
can't predict how high their expenses 
will go. 


She hopes a stabilization in the econo- 


my will occur, allowing the estab- 
lishments of rents for long-term leases. 
When a tenant sees the rent where he's 
living go above what he can afford he's 


still faced with the expense of moving, 
which can be several hundred dollars, 
Hildy said. 


IN CHOOSING an apartment, Hildy 


advised young married couples without 
children to take on a rent based on the 
husband's income only. 


Too many couples who move into an 


expensive place are faced too soon with 
the burden of a wife forced to stop work- 
ing and a third mouth to care for at the 
same time, she said. 


Hildy, a new mother herself, is in a 


peculiar position. She's a top spokes- 
woman for the advantages of apartment 
living but is moving into a house come 
November. 


Hildy said she and her husband's com- 


"bined incomes demanded they find the 
tax shelter a house can provide. At the 
same time they can't afford to shell out a 
rent higher than the one now paid. Re- 
gardless of how, expenses go up, she 
added, they'll have a fixed mortgage 
payment to count on. 


Time is money and it takes both to 


maintain a house beyond the mortgage 
payment, Hildy said about people she Be- 
lieves are still better off in apartments. 


But Hildy's husband likes to "putter 


around," so the house will provide him 
an outlet he no longer has in their apart- 
ment, she said. 


The Pollingers are examples of how a 


suburban life style can be dictated by a 
uniquely twisted blend of dollar function 
and desire.

What's Thawing For Dinner? 


Graduates Enjoy Fondue 


by CHARLOTTE ERICKSON 


If you are celebrating a graduation, 


keep the preparations simple and the 
party informal. Young guests will feel 
more at home in a casual atmosphere. 


A fondue party can almost guarantee 


success with the younger set. The follow- 
ing fondue desserts are sure to be a wel- 
come treat. 


CARAMEL FONDUE DESSERT 


1 bag (14-oz.) Kraft caramels 


1/3 cup water 


4 apples, cored and cut 


into cubes 


4 bananas, sliced into 


1-inch chunks 
Large marshmailows 
Chopped nuts 


Combine caramels with water in a 


double boiler or fondue pot. Stir occa- 
sionally, making sure that flame is not1 
too hot. When mixture is well blended 
and sufficiently hot, serve with the other 
ingredients arranged on a large platter. 
Each guest will need a fondue fork, a 
plate and napkin. Spear fruit or marsh- 
mallow, dip in caramel sauce and roll in 
chopped nuts. Serves 6 to 8. 


CHOCOLATE FONDUE 


1 12-ounce package milk 


chocolate 


% cup half'and half 
Vt cup brandy or 1 teaspoon 


brandy flavoring 


% teaspoon cinnamon 


Combine chocolate and half and half La 


fondue pot. (This should be the crock 
type or a thermostatically controlled 
electric one. Warm slowly at low tem- 
perature, stirring occasionally. When the 
chocolate is completely melted add the 
brandy and \ cinnamon, stirring until 
blended into the chocolate-cream mix- 
ture. Serve. 


The choice of things you can dunk are 


limitless. Maraschino or fresh cherries, 
strawberries, 'grapes, banana slices, 
apple wedges, pineapple tidbits, orange 
and tangerine segments, mandarin or- 
anges, fresh pears cut into bite size 
pieces, lady fingers, cut in half; pound, 
sponge, chiffon and angel food cake, 
marshmallows, etc. 


To figure the yield-on these dipping 


items, a good rule to follow is about % to 
1 cup of fruit per person. (Here again, it 
depends on who you are going to serve. 
Teenagers naturally would require more 
than a weight watchers type group.) For 
bakery items figure 6 to 8 bite size pieces 
per person. You may wish to have a 
combination of these. 


When arranging your fruit platter re- 


member to sprinkle or shake ascorbic 
acid over any fruit that might darken, 
such as apples, peaches, bananas and 
pears. 


Variation: In place of the cinnamon 


use grated rind of one orange and use 
Cointreau, orange liqueur or orange fla- 
voring in place of the brandy. 


Substitute freeze dried coffee for the 


cinnamon and coffee liqueur for the 
brandy. 


Use mint flavored chocolate in place of 


the milk chocolate and use white creme 
de menthe or mint flavoring in place of 
the brandy. Eliminate cinnamon. This 
combination is especially good with fresh 
pears. 


(When using brandy, orange or mint 


flavoring, make up the difference in liq- 
uid by adding more cream.) 


Mix and boil, stir and blend 
Oh, how the arms will ache; 
Fire the oven, mold in pan 


That's how one bakes a cake! 


That, from memory, is a little rhyme 


my Grandmother used to recite as she 
went about the task of producing large 
and luscious cakes in an oven heated by 
a wood tire. 


Today's products often are simply the 


combination of a packaged mix, liquid, 
and an electric blender if needed, and 
baking can even be timed automatically. 


I don't blame anyone for taking advan- 


tage of the easy way. But, it's still fun to 
work from scratch especially if it's an 
exciting recipe such as this old Scottish 
method of making sheet cake. Every- 
thing you do seems to be wrong — only 
the product is delicious. 


Put 1 stick (1/4-lb.) oleo, 1/2 cup short- 


ening, 31/2 tablespoons cocoa, and 1 cup 
water into a sauce pan and bring to a 
boil. Separately, mix 2 cups flour and 2 
cups sugar. Add to the boiling mixture. 
While this continues to cook, in a sepa- 


rate bowl mix 2 well beaten eggs, 1 tea- 
spoon soda, 1 teaspoon vanilla and 1/2 
cup buttermilk. Blend into the cooking 
mixture. 


Remove from heat and put into a but- 


tered pyrex or other baking dish, 9 x 12 
size. Bake at 400 degrees in a pre-heated 
oven for 20 minutes. 


When the cake has .baked 15 minutes, 


start making this icing. In a suce pan put 
1 stick oleo, 3 1/2 tablespoons cocoa and 
1/3 cup sweet milk. Bring to a good boil, 
stirring constantly. Add 1 box (16 
ounces) powdered sugar, 1 teaspoon va- 
nilla, and 3/4 cup chopped pecans. 


Remove cake from oven after it has 


baked exactly 20 minutes, and transfer in 
the bakinc dish to a rack. Pour the icing 
over the top and allow to cool before 
serving. 


Don't be misled by these seemingly 


unorthodox directions. You'll find sheet 
cake melts in your mouth and won't 
harden as brownies do, although chances 
are you won't have any left if there are 
hungry children around.

Fill cavities loosely with stuffing. Truss 
and place in a roasting pan. Melt butter 
and wine together.

The 
shell may be removed from the 'pan, if 
desired. Arrange fruit on top of the cus- 
tard in a circular pattern. (Be sure to 
dip pear and banana slices in lemon 
juice or they will darken.) 


Heat together the cherry preserves and 


the remaining 2 tablespoons of wine until 
preserves have melted. Strain through a 
sieve. 


Brush fruit with the glaze. Refrigerate 


until serving. Serves eight to ten.

Lift off the hood to brush a basting 


sauce over the meat and to add damp 
hickory chips two or three times during 
the roasting. Add additional charcoal at 
these times, if needed. 


Use a meat thermometer to tell when 


the meat is done. To cook an 8-pound 
rolled roast medium doneness takes 2% 
to 3 hours.

Roast will be 
done when the meat thermometer regis- 
ters 140 degrees for rare, 160 degrees for 
medium and 170 degrees for well done. 
Remove roast to carving board or plat- 
ter. Slip foil pan with drippings onto a 
cookie sheet for support. Combine drip- 
pings with any remaining basting sauce. 
Skim off excess fat, simmer until slightly 
reduced, add additional seasonings if 
needed, and serve with the roast.

fries. Place a large sheet of aluminum 
foil on a cookie sheet and place potatoes 
in center of folL Sprinkle with salt, pep- 
per, and pour over a little heavy or light 
cream. Dot with butter. Bring the foil up 
over potatoes, overlapping edges over 
top and turning up open ends. Bake in a 
moderately hot oven (350 degrees) 1 
hour. Or cook 1 hour over moderate heat 
at one side of the grill. Just before 
serving, open foil and sprinkle on a little 
grated cheese. It will melt and run down 
through potatoes.

Pastitsio Goes Modern 


All About Spuds

UPI—Agronomist Robert L. Mercer 


talks about potatoes as If they were al- 
most human. 


He said In an interview that they res- 


pire, taking in oxygen and producing car- 
bon dioxide, as humans do. They stop 
respiring and consequently drown, If im- 
mersed too long In water. They show 
bruise marks when dropped. Excess light 
gives potatoes the eqiivalent of a hu- 
man's sunburn, except that spuds turn 
green stead of red. 


Mercer, who if field manager for the 


R. T. French Co. In Shelley, Idaho, said 
the greening of potatoes, like sunburn of 
humans, Is destructive. It reduces their 
nutritional value and makes them so bit- 
ter they're inedible. 


Par capita potato consumption is on 


the run In the United States, he said. It 
was 11&3 pounds In UN, compared with 
101.3 pounds In 1960 and 114.4 pounds in 
IMO. 


Mercer attributed the increase to 


advances la potato processing that have 
created both a wider variety of product 
and quattjr far superior to the dehy- 
drated spndi that wan anathema to GIs 
during World Wartt 


"THE WRONG processing techniques 


were wad," ha said. "They made a prod- 
uct so starchy tt didn't taste good." 


permit dehydration 


without breaking the potatoes' cell walls 
to release the starches. 


Despite the proliferation of processed" 


potatoes, fresh ones continue to outsell 
dehydrated, frozen and canned ones. A 
breakdown of the 1960 per capita con- 
sumption showed 63.4 pounds were fresh, 
compared with 54.8 for all processed 
spuds. 


These statistics contradict the popular 


assumption that weight-conscious per- 
sons avoid potatoes because they're high 
in calories. 


A medium potato, boiled or baked, con- 


tains only about 100 calories. It's the but- 
ter or gravy you add that makes the fig- 
ure soar. 


Mercer said housewives really don't 


appreciate the potato's food value. 


"It's a very important source of vita- 


mins and is weak only in Vitamin A. If 
you were going to eat only two foods, 
from a nutritional standpoint, your best 
choice would be milk and potatoes." 


Crunchy potato logs are a festive-look- 


ing vegetable that take only minutes to 
mate. Prepare one 5-serving envelope 
instant mashed potato granules as label 
directs, but reduce water to 1% cups. 
Stir in one beaten egg. Spoon onto 
greased cookie sheet in log shapes, mak- 
ing about 8 or 10. Brush each with mel- 
ted butter. Crush 1 can of french fried 
onion rings and sprinkle ever potatoes. 
Bate 10-15 minutes In preheated 4254e- 
grea oven. Mates 4 to 5 servings. 


This unusual, flavorful and quick dish 


came originally from Greece. It is a de- 
lightful change from standard macaroni 
and cheese and may be new to many 
Americans. The Greeks can it Pastitsio 
(pronounced Pahst-eat-see-oh) and serve 
it everywhere hi Greece. Thanks to the 
use of a packaged mix plus tasty, con- 
venient canned tomato paste, this dish is 
comparatively easy to prepare. Econom- 
ical too. 


Lite many popular recipes the world 


over, this one starts with ground beef. It 
gains personality from the two sauces, 
one for the meat which is placed between 
two layers of cooked macaroni, the other 
poured on top just before baking.

Teacher 
Pact Talks 
Progressing 


Contract negotiations between Schaum- 


burg Township School Dist. 54 teachers 
and the board of education are progress- 
ing "rapidly," more quickly than in any 
previous year, spokesmen for both sides 
said yesterday. 


Agreeing on a contract before the 


school year ends June 11, is most desir- 
able, since teachers may leave town on 
vacations and be unavailable for ratifica- 
tion during the summer. 


While representatives of the two sides 


are not free to comment on specific mat- 
ters of negotiation until ratification of the 
contract, they did speak in general 
terms. 


Wayne Schaible, district superintend- 


ent, said the talks "have been moving 
along rather rapidly." Schaible is not on 
the board's negotiating team, but has re- 
ceived reports from team members. He 
said he "has no idea" when an agree- 
ment will be reached, although he did 
not expect anything before tonight's 
regular board meeting, the last regular 
session before summer vacation. 


SHOULD A settlement be reached be- 


tween now and June 11, both sides agree 
ratification would present no problems. 


Schaible said a special board meeting 


probably would be called. 


Mrs Felicia Cichy, president of the 


teachers' association and chairman of 
their bargaining team, agreed the talks 
are progressing, and said the two sides 
would meet again this week. 


"I don't know whether we'll reach a 


settlement before school is out or not," 
said Mrs. Cichy. But if the two sides are 
able to agree within the next week, "we 
could take it to the teachers for their 
approval the following day," she said. 


SHOULD THE negotiators be forced to 


continue their work after the close of 
school, ratification by the board would be 
no problem, but approval by the teachers 
could be. The board meets twice month- 
ly, and could tackle the contract at any 
regular meeting. But the teachers would 
not normally meet until fall. 


The teachers would have three alterna- 


tives, one spokesman said. They could 
seek ratification through the mail, call a 
special meeting and hope enough mem- 
bers were around to take a vote, or wait 
until school resumes in the fall. 


The negotiations got off to a late start 


this year,- because the teachers declined 
to request them until late April. They 
said they saw no reason for extended 
talks, and anticipated rapid and fairly 
easy negotiations this year. Normally ne- 
gotiations open in December or January.

To many adults, the law of supply and 


demand means they have a larger supply 
of bills than they have of money, and 
their creditors are demanding payment. 


Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 is mak- 


ing sure this will not be the case for chil- 
dren in its educational charge. The 
youngsters are getting a grounding in 
economics, with some emphasis on con- 
sumer education, starting with the first 
grade and carrying through to the eighth 
grade. 


The consumer education taught in Dist. 


54 is not a Ralph Nader type program. 
As Leonard Sirotzki, developer of the 
program, explains it, "Economics is 
the science. Consumer education is a 
part of the science. This is an economics 
program." Sirotzki is social studies con- 
sultant for the district. 


THE TEACHING of economics is re- 


quired by the state — but not for all 
grade levels. Illinois specifies it must 
be taught starting with eighth grade. 


But Sirotzki believes the requirement 


will change, and the legislature may 
soon mandate some form of consumer 
education at all elementary levels. 
Besides, he said, the district feels this 
aspect of social science is a priority 
item "We feel the need is enough that 
these kids should have this training very 
young." 


While Dist. 54 has included consumer 


education in its list of priority teaching 
areas, that list includes many things, and 
the time available to teach all of them is 
at a premium. Because of this, said Si- 
rotzki, the district has piloted a program 
in the grades one through seven and a 
variety of programs for eighth grade this 
year. The materials used in first through 
seventh grades will be adopted, and Si- 
rotzki hopes to settle the eighth grade 
materials next year. 


THE CONCEPT the children leam is 


the difference between needs and wants. 
They begin to realize that they may want 
some things they do not really need, and 
that the same item could be a need or a 
want, depending on its intended use. 


The youngsters then move into a study 


of resources — what the word means and 
what items can be considered resources. 
From this point, natural resources and 
environmental conservation are logical 
and fertile areas of discussion, said Si- 
rotzki. 


Money is something most children 


know about before they get into school, 
from allowances, dimes for candy or soft 
drinks and trips with their parents to the 
store. But in school the children are 
taught that money is nothing more than 
a medium of exchange, a medium that 
could be replaced by other forms of 
"wampum." The paper dollar is worth 
only the value people give it, and value 
is another concept the youngsters study. 


BY THE TIME the children have 


reached second grade, they are learning 
about man as a consumer and as a pro- 
ducer of goods and services, and are 
taught to distinguish between men in dif- 
ferent roles. As they move up in the 
grades, the concepts are expanded from 
themselves to their families, commu. 
nities, state, nation and world. They 
learn about specialization in industry, 
and the interdependence of men in a spe- 
cialized society. 


The concepts are vague in themselves, 


so the children study them through ex- 
ample. They use no textbooks, except in 
seventh grade, but view transparencies 
and movies, and conduct class projects. 


One of these is the bartering session 


used by Helen Keller seventh graders. 
They patterned it after a gambling ca- 
sino, and saw that the value of money 
depends to a degree on the amount of it 
at hand. Other children ran mock stores, 
purchasing pictures of grocery items 
with a classwide medium of exchange. 


Such projects are the true teaching in- 


struments of the program, said Sirotzki, 
and the district hopes to compile a di- 
rectory of activities from which teachers 
will be able to select the most appro- 
priate. 


Sirotzki feels the program gives the 


youngsters practical knowledge in eco- 
nomics that will help them to sound mon- 
ey management when they are older, as 
well as grounding them in sophisticated 
economics terms and procedures. Hope- 
fully, when they as adults go out to pur- 
chase that bag of groceries, room of fur- 
niture or house to put it in, they will 
know if they are acting wisely, and why.

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Old Laws Called 'Outmoded* 
Vote To Approve Fence, Station Ordinances 


Members of the Hoffman Estates Zon- 


ing Board of Appeals voted to accept the 
final drafts of a proposed new service 
station ordinance and a fence ordinance 
during a Tuesday session in the village 
hall. 


Robert Valentino chairman of the zon- 


ing board said the service station ordi- 
nance will be given to the village board 
of trustees for their action at the June 14 
board session.

said yesterday he may be able to make a 
statement on the charges Friday, but de- 
clined to comment specifically on the 
charges by a group of townhouse owners 
until then.

If 
he does, he will reply to the charges to- 
morrow.

owners, said yesterday his group will do 
nothing until a determination is made by 
the village's plan commission. He and 
other owners will attend the June 10 
meeting, and hold a meeting of their own 
that night to select a course of action, he 
said. But their decision on whether to file 
complaints to the Better Business Bu- 
reau against K&B, as suggested by the 
plan commission, will hinge on action by 
the commission. 


The owners are claiming K&B mis- 


represented the future of surrounding 
properties when they sold the townhouses 
already inhabited. "We were told when 
we purchased our homes there will be 
open area to the rear," said Heltsley. 


Now, he said, K&B has laid the founda- 
tion for another 10-unit townhouse in the 
area they were told would remain open. 


H e l t s l e y said the alleged mis-

Other changes describe the type of 


fencing that will be allowed or prohibited 
and Valentino said "this ordinance too 
clarifies the older ordinance that was so 
loose as to be completely non-descriptive 
making it necessary to approach the 
board of appeals at each application." 


"Hopefully our new ordinance, when it 


is accepted, will allow a majority of 
homeowners to simply build the fence af- 
ter obtaining a permit without the delay 
an appeal hearing involves," said Valen- 
tino.

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Silas Jayne Implicated In Murder 


by TOM ROBB 


Melvin Adams, the state's star witness 


in the George Jayne murder case, testi- 
fied in court yesterday that Silas Jayne 
paid him $30,000 to kill his brother. 


Standing within inches of Silas and the 


other three defendants charged with 
murder, Adams told Criminal Court 
Judge Robert J. Sulski that be was origi- 
nally supposed to kill Jayne, but recruit- 
ed Julius Barnes, a 37-year-old Chicago 
laborer, to be the triggerman. 


Adams, who said be has been granted 


immunity from prosecution for murder 
by Judge Joseph Powers, said he drove 
his car to Jayne's 1918 Banbury Lane 
residence in Inverness on Oct. 28, 1970 
and that Barnes walked across the side 
lawn of Jayne's home and shot the 47- 
year-old wealthy horseman who was 
playing cards with his family to cele- 
brate his son's 16th birthday. 


During the course of his two-hour testi- 


mony, Adams also implicated defendants 
Joseph LaPlaca, a 48-year-old Elgin resi- 
dent and handyman for Silas, and Edwin 
Nefeld, 27, former head of detectives for 
the Markham police.

Jayne in November, 1989, at the Hub 
Cafe in Markham, where Adams washed 
dishes part time and his 24-year-old wife 
Patricia worked as a waitress. 


"Nefeld asked me if I could get a man 


to make a hit," Adams said. "Then he 
said it was Jayne and asked if I wanted 
the job — I said yes," he added. 


Nefeld's former attorney, Andrew 


Thomas, told the Herald previously that 
Nefeld, a stable owner himself, met Silas 
through the horse business and at times 
served as his body guard. Silas, reputed 
to be a millionaire, owns the Jaynesville 
horse farm on Nestler Road west of El- 
gin. 


Adams said Nefeld then arranged a 


meeting with Joseph LaPlaca to "get 
more details about the job." That meet- 
ing and about five others with LaPlaca 
were held between late 1969 and the time 
Jayne was shot, he added. 


Adams then testified that he first met 


Silas with LaPlaca outside an Elgin res- 
taurant early in 1970. "Silas asked me if 
I wanted the job of killing George. I said 
yes," Adams said. 


Adams further testified that "Silas 


said he was a man of means and would 
take care of me in case I got in trouble. 
He said he didn't want any witnesses, 
whether It be Mrs. Jayne, the kids or 
anyone and I then said I needed a gun." 


JAYNE THEN GAVE him a .38-caliber 


gun "which couldn't be traced." But the 
weapon ultimately used to kill Jayne 
came from Markham policeman Edward 
Vest who loaned his rifle to Mrs. Adams 
at the Hub Cafe after Mrs. Adams said 
she was going on a hunting trip and 
needed a gun. 


She gave the gun to Adams who in turn 


gave it to Barnes, who used to work with 
Adams at a Chicago meat processing 
plant and was first approached by 
Adams with the offer to kill Jayne last 
August, Adams said. 


That smae month, Adams and LaPlaca 


went to Jayne's secluded farm to prac- 
tice-shoot the rifle. Edward Cisoski, an 
Illinois Bureau of Investigation agent, 
testified yesterday that a bullet retrieved 


from a grove of trees used by Adams as 
practice targets on Silas's farm matched 
that of the bullet found in Jayne's heart. 


He also testified that a finger print 


from Barnes was found by the Illinois 
State Crime Lab on the scope of the mur- 
der weapon, which he said he surren- 
dered to IBI agents after being ques- 
tioned about the murder last November. 


It was at that time investigators traced 


a car seen at Jayne's home- the night he 
was murdered to Adams. Part of the 
payoff money was also found in Mrs. 
Adams' purse, and IBI agent Cisoski tes- 
tified that Silas' left thumb print was 
found on one of the $50 bills in her purse. 


HE SAD) THE .38-caliber weapon Silas 


gave him was not used because Barnes 
lost it on Jayne's lawn during a previous 
attempt on Jayne's life that was spoiled 
when "something went wrong." 


Adams also said he cased Jayne's 


home at least 12 times before the final 
shooting, several times with LaPlaca. 


Throughout the months before the mur- 


der, Adams said he never received an 
advance payoff from Silas. "Silas said he 
couldn't give me any front money be- 
cause he gave some money to some oth- 
er guys before to kill George and they

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Consolidation 
To Ease Police 
Radio Systems 


A plan to consolidate police commu- 


nications in several neighboring suburbs 
will ease the difficulties Wheeling police 
have of communicating over a crowded 
radio frequency. 


Wheeling police chief M. 0. Horcher 


said that while Wheeling will not be part 
of the new communications system, it 
will benefit Indirectly. 


The new system, financed with federal 


funds, combined with the granting of new 
frequencies to other suburbs will mean 
that Wheeling police will share a radio 
band with only three other suburbs, in- 
stead of the present 11. 


A grant of $314,561 was announced by 


the Illinois Law Enforcement Commis- 
sion for a consolidated police commu- 
nications center for the communities of 
Elk Grove Village, Mount Prospect, and 
Arlington Heights. Elk Grove Village had 
formerly been on a different frequency 
than the other 11 local suburban depart- 
ments. 


A SIMILAR GRANT for a centralized 


communications center has also been 
granted to the communities of Niles, 
Park Ridge, Rosemont and Glenview, 
Horcher said. 


Des Plaines also recently received a 


new frequency, Horcher said. 


As a result, only Wheeling, Buffalo 


Grove, Palatine and Rolling Meadows 
will be left operating on the current fre- 
quency. 


Horcher admits that the,shared facil- 


ities and joint staffing in the commu- 
nities that are consolidating their com- 
munications have "tremendous advan- 
tages." 


He noted that the higher frequencies 


assigned the new consolidated commu- 
nications departments 
will result In 


clearer reception and that the central- 
ized facilities 
will increase profes- 


sionalism. New equipment provided by 


federal funds will also be a benefit of the 
joint participation, he said. 


WHEELING WAS originally active in 


the planning of the new joint commu- 
nications center in Arlington Heights, but 
the village never committed itself to join- 
ing in the joint funding of the project. 


Horcher said yesterday that Wheeling's 


study of the center ended about a year 
ago when Village Manager Matthew 
Golden left the village. 


He said he has no plans to propose to 


the village board that Wheeling join the 
Arlington Heights — Mount Prospect — 
Elk Grove Village network at present be- 
cause he does not know how the new co- 
operative effort will work. 


L. W. Calderwood, Arlington Heights 


Police Chief, had said, "I hope other 
towns will join in once this project gets 
under way and they see the vast commu- 
nications improvement we are ex- 
pecting." 


Currently Arlington Heights is paying 


53.1 per cent of the staffing and addition- 
al costs while Mount Prospect is paying 
29.2 per cent and Elk Grove Village, 17.7 
per cent.

Rezoning Denied: Lichter To Grow Soy Beans? 


Wheeling's Zoning Board of Appeals 


denied a request for multiple family zon- 
ing on 10 acres across the stree'c from 
Carl Sandburg School after hearing ob- 
jections from 12 area residents Tuesday. 


Roy Lichter, owner of the property, 


told the audience and zoning board that 
if the rezoning was not granted he would 
go back to growing soybeans on the land. 
"And it will stay soybeans," Lichter 
said. A final decision on the rezoning 
request will be up to Wheeling's Village 
Board. 


Tuesday's hearing was the most recent 


in a four-year battle between Lichter and 
the village over development of the prop- 
erty at 3315 S. Schoenbeck Road. 


Bordered on the north by the Poplar 


Grove subdivision and on the south by an 
open tract, the property was rezoned to 
R-3 high density single family home in 
1969. 


LICHTER SAID Tuesday that because 


the village has placed stringent sewer 
engineering requirements on his proper- 
ty, he cannot afford to develop the land 


as anything but apartments. "We can't 
possibly build single family homes in 
there the way the village engineering de- 
partment has laid out the improve- 
ments," he said. 


Lichter was also critical of the engi- 


neering in the Poplar Grove subdivision, 
pointing to it as the cause of his prob- 
lems. 


He proposed two-story buildings with 


six apartments in each. He said the man- 
sard-roofed buildings would be "Dutch 
colonial" style architecture. 


Lichter also said he would agree to a 


covenant that there would be two one- 
bedroom and four two-beedroom units in 
each building. 


He said there would be approximately 


145 apartments in the $2 million project. 


Current zoning on the land would allow 


him to build 34 houses, he said. Lichter 
pointed that the apartment units will 
yield a much higher property tax return 
to the village than would single family 
homes. 


LICHTER SAID rezoning his land for 


two-story apartments would allow it to 
act as a buffer to the vacant land on the 
south which is unincorporated and could 
be developed with a shopping center, 
taller apartments, or industry. 


Lichter told the audience and the board 


that rents on the apartments would be 
approximately $175 for a two-bedroom 
unit and $150 for a one-bedroom unit. In 
response to a question whether the devel- 
opment would be low cost housing, Lich- 
ter said, "Heaven forbid, no." 


One objector, Mrs. Robert Gray, 357 


Thelma Ct., .questioned' Lichter about 
whether he would lower his land to the 
existing level of the Poplar Grove subdi- 
vision. Lichter said he would. He also 
promised that flood control basins would 
be included in he development even 
though the land is not in the flood plain. 


MRS. GRAY ALSO said she was con- 


cerned that, in addition to flooding prob- 
lems, the apartment developmnt would 
put a burden on Carl Sandburg School. 
Zoning board chairman Douglas Cargill 
pointed out that two-bedroom apartments 


are not a strain on School Dist. 21 and 
that the village would have to approve 
drainage and sanitary sewer engineering 
on the property at a later stage before 
anything could be built. 


William Link, of 1001 Anthony Drive, 


wanted to know whether surface water 
from the development would run through 
a swale behind his house. Lichter said 
the flow of the swale would be reversed, 
but that the apartment development 
would not drain into the swale. He pro- 
posed installing a three-foot storm sewer 
under Robert Ave. 


Mrs. John A. Thiel Jr., 1260 Anthony, 


told the zoning board that she opposed 
the whole idea of allowing multiple fami- 
ly development in the area. 


She pointed to the single family home 


character of the neighborhood, traffic 
problems on Schoenbeck Road which 
would be increased by the development, 
and drainage problems. 


Trustee Roger Strieker, in the au- 


dience at the hearing, assured the resi- 
dents that Lichter's engineering plans 


would receive careful scrutiny before 
any building was allowed on the proper- 
ty.Following the discussions the Zoning 
Board voted 5 to 1 to deny the rezoning 
request. Roman Domas, who was the 
only vote for the rezoning, said he would 
write a minority report to the village 
board explaining his vote.

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Witness: Jayne Paid $30,000 To Have Brother Killed 


by TOM ROBB 


Melvln Adams, the state's star witness 


in the George Jayne murder case, testi- 
fied in court yesterday that Silas Jayne 
paid him $30,000 to kill his brother. 


Standing within inches of Silas and the 


other three defendants charged with 
murder, Adams told Criminal Court 
Judge Robert J. Sulski that he was origi- 
nally supposed to kill Jayne, but recruit- 
ed Julius Barnes, a 37-year-old Chicago 
laborer, to be the trigger-man. 


Adams, who said he has been granted 


immunity from prosecution for murder 
by Judge Joseph Powers, said be drove 
his car to Jayne's 1918 Banbury Lane 
residence in Inverness on Oct. 28, 1970 
and that Barnes walked across the side 
lawn of Jayne's home and shot the 47- 
year-old wealthy horseman who was 
playing cards with his family to cele- 
brate his son's 16th birthday. 


During the course of his two-hour testi- 


mony, Adams also implicated defendants 
Joseph LaPlaca, a 48-year-old Elgin resi- 
dent and handyman for Silas, and Edwin 
Nefeld, 27, former head of detectives for 
the Markhara police. 


ADAMS, WHO WAS being held in pro- 


tective custody, said Nefeld first ap- 
proached him with the idea of killing 
Jayne in November, 1969, at the Hub 
Cafe in Markham, where Adams washed 
dishes part time and his 24-year-old wife 
Patricia worked as a waitress 


"Nefeld asked me if I could get a man 


Jo make a hit," Adams said. "Then he 
said it was Jayne and asked if I wanted 
the job — I said yes," he added. 


Nefeld's 
former 
attorney, 
Andrew 


Thomas, told the Herald previously that 
Nefeld, a stable owner himself, met Silas 
through the horse business and at times 
served as his body guard. Silas, reputed 
to be a millionaire, owns the Jaynesville 


horse farm on Nestler Road west of El- 
gin. 


Adams said Nefeld then arranged a 


meeting with Joseph LaPlaca to "get 
more details about the job." That meet- 
ing and about five others with LaPlaca 
were held between late 1969 and the time 
Jayne was shot, he added. 


Adams then testified that he first met 


Silas with LaPlaca outside an Elgin res- 
taurant early in 1970 "Silas asked me if 
I wanted the job of lulling George. I said 
yes," Adams said. 


Adams further testified that "Silas 


said he was a man of means and would 
take care of me in case I got in trouble. 
He said he didn't want any witnesses, 
whether it be Mrs. Jayne, the kids or 
anyone and I then said I needed a gun." 


JAYNE THEN GAVE him a .38-caliber 


gun "which couldn't be traced." But the 
weapon ultimately used to kill Jayne 
came from Markham policeman Edward 


Vest who loaned his rifle to Mrs. Adams 
at the Hub Cafe after Mrs. Adams said 
she was going on a hunting trip and 
needed a gun. 


She gave the gun to Adams who in turn 


gave it to Barnes, who used to work with 
Adams at a Chicago meat processing 
plant and was first approached by 
Adams with the offer to kill Jayne last 
August, Adams said. 


That smae month, Adams and LaPlaca 


went to Jayne's secluded farm to prac- 
tice-shoot the rifle. Edward Cisoski, an 
Illinois Bureau of Investigation agent, 
testified yesterday that a bullet retrieved 
from a grove of trees used by Adams as 
practice targets on Silas's farm matched 
that of the bullet found in Jayne's heart. 


He also testified that a finger print 


from Barnes was found by the 'Illinois 
State Crime Lab on the scope of the mur- 
der weapon, which he said he surren- 


dered to IBI agents after being ques- 
tioned about the murder last November. 


It was at that time investigators traced 


a car seen at Jayne's home the night he 
was murdered to Adams. Part of the 
payoff money was also found in Mrs. 
Adams' purse, and IBI agent Cisoski tes- 
tified that Silas' left thumb print was 
found on one of the $50 bills in her purse. 


HE SAID THE .SB-caliber weapon Silas 


gave him was not used because Barnes 
lost it on Jayne's lawn during a previous 
attempt on Jayne's life that was spoiled 
when "something went wrong." 


Adams also said he cased Jayne's 


home at least 12 times before the final 
shooting, several times with LaPlaca. 


Throughout the months before the mur- 


der, Adams said he never received an 
advance payoff from Silas. "Silas said he 
couldn't give me any front money be- 
cause he gave some money to some oth- 


er guys before to kill George and they 
ran out on him," Adams said. 


The first payoff, $15,000, came from 


LaPlaca the day after the murder. The 
second payoff, another $15,000 also came 
from LaPlaca two day after the shoot- 
ing, Adams said. 


Adams said $12,500 of that money went 


to Barnes. He said he kept $17,500 for 
himself and another $3,800 was eoi- 
fiscated by the IBI upon questioning. 1 


After hearing the lengthy testimony 


Judge Sulski ruled that all four defend- 
ants be bound over to the Cook County 
Grand Jury to determine if the case 
should go to trial.

Two Fires 
Damage

He 
said that firemen were called to the 
scene about 2:20 pm. Joseph Valley, 
deputy state fire marshal said the fire 
was apparently caused by faulty elec- 
trical wiring in a sign on the front of the 
building 


The afternoon fire destroyed the attic 


section of the restaurant and resulted in 
smoke and water damage to the serving 
area, The fire was discovered by the res- 
taurant owners while they were cleaning 
the kitchen area, damaged in the earlier 
fire. 


PAIRITZ SAID the fire yesterday af- 


ternoon apparently had no connection 
with the earlier fire that began in the 
restaurant's kitchen. That fire started in 
a deep fryer someime between 10.45 
p.m. Tuesday when the restaurant was 
closed and yesterday morning. The fire 
was put out by an automatic ex- 
tinguishing device in the building's duct 
system, firemen were called to the 
scene early yesterday to investigate af- 
ter restaurant personnel arriving to open 
the restaurant discovered the damage. 
The earlier fire damaged kitchen equip- 
ment and caused the kitchen ceiling to 
collapse.

The suit 
charges that Liebling's land is not suf- 
ficiently contiguous to be annexed to the 
village. Only the northeast corner of the 
site touches the village boundaries. The 
village attorney claimed the site is suf- 
ficiently contiguous, and cited other 
court cases in which the term "con- 
tiguous" was defined as "near." 


Kreger was expected to file a response

Atty. William Moore, who represented 


the Ritchies, explained that it is impos- 
sible for the property \a comply with a 
25-foot sign setback requirement now in 
village ordinances because the building 
on the property is only 20 feet back from 
the property line. 


THE REMODELLED HOUSE is on 


two 20-foot wide lots on the east side of 
Milwaukee Avenue, he said. 


Moore testified that the current owner 


of the property is a trust in the First 
Bank and Trust Co. of Palatine with Mi- 
chael and Marilyn Barden as benefi- 
ciaries of the trust. 


In explaining why he felt the variation 


should be granted Moore pointed to nu- 
merous existing signs in the same block 
which have 5-foot setbacks or actually 
hang over the sidewalk, including one 
sign on a competing real estate office. 


Village Director of Building and Zoning 


Bill Bieber told the zoning board how- 
ever that the two businesses which have 
been built in the area since the village 
ordinances have required a 25-foot set- 
back, Lums Restaurant and Double M

a sign with a 5-foot setback at its old 
address at 65 S. Milwaukee Ave. before 
moving.

Grove subdivision and on the south by an 
open tract, the property was rezoned to 
R-3 high density single family home in 
1969. 


LICHTER SAID Tuesday that because 


the village has placed stringent sewer 
engineering requirements on his proper- 
ty, he cannot afford to develop the land 
as anything but apartments. "We can't 
possibly build single family homes in 
there the way the village engineering de- 
partment has laid out the improve- 
ments," he said. 


Lichter was also critical of the engi- 


neering in the Poplar Grove subdivision, 
pointing to it as the cause of his prob- 
lems. 


He proposed two-story buildings with 


six apartments in each. He said the man- 
sard-roofed buildings would be "Dutch 
colonial" style architecture. 


Lichter also said he would agree to a 


covenant that there would be-two one- 
bedroom and four two-beedroom units in 
each building. 


He said there would be approximately 


145 apartments in the $2 million project. 


Current zoning on the land would allow 


him to build 34 houses, he said. Lichter 
pointed that the apartment units will 
yield a much higher property tax return 
to the village than would single family- 
homes. 


LICHTER SAID rezoning his land for 


two-story apartments would allow it to 
act as a buffer to the vacant land on the 
south which is unincorporated and Could 
be developed with a shopping center, 
taller apartments, or industry. 


Lichter told the audience and the board 


that rents on the apartments would be 
approximately $175 for a two-bedroom 
unit and $150 for a one-bedroom unit. In 
response to a question whether the devel- 


opment would be low cost housing, Lich- 
ter said, "Heaven forbid, no." 


One objector, Mrs. Robert Gray, 357

RATHJEN IS THE only member of the 


current village administration, which in- 
cludes five of his running mates on the 
Buffalo Grove Alliance ticket, to disclose 
his 
finances.

In an apparent reference to his fellow 


board members, Rathjen said, "I do not 
believe disclosure of one's income 
should be the basis of public confi- 
dence." 


Kenneth Felten, a member of the 


previous village board, issued a similar 
financial statement during the recent 
campaign. He was an unsuccessful can- 
didate for village president. 


Rathjen's statement lists his house, 


valued at $38,000, as his principal asset. 
His largest liability is a $29,200 mort- 
gage. 


In 1970, Rathjen earned $14,840 from 


Northeastern Illinois State College in 
Chicago and $7,800 from the University 
of Wisconsin, Parkside, according to his 
statement.

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Witness: Jayne Paid $30,000 To Have Brother Killed 


by TOM ROBB 


Melvln Adams, the state's star witness 


in the George Jayne murder case, testi- 
fied in court yesterday that Silas Jayne 
paid him $30,000 to kill his brother. 


Standing within inches of Silas and the 


other three defendants charged with 
murder, Adams told Criminal Court 
Judge Robert J. Sulski that he was origi- 
nally supposed to kill Jayne, but recruit- 
ed Julius Barnes, a 37-year-old Chicago 
laborer, to be the triggerman. 


Adams, who said he has been granted 


immunity from prosecution for murder 
by Judge Joseph PowersK said he drove 
his car to Jayne's 1918 Banbury Lane 
residence in Inverness on Oct. 28, 1970 
and that Barnes walked across the side 
lawn of Jayne's home and shot the 47- 
year-old wealthy horseman who was 
playing cards with his family to cele- 
brate his son's 16th birthday. 


During the course of his two-hour testi- 


mony, Adams also implicated defendants 
Joseph LaPlaca, a 48-year-old Elgin resi- 
dent and handyman for Silas, and Edwin 
Nefeld, 27, former head of detectives for 
the Markham police. 


ADAMS, WHO WAS being held in pro- 


tective custody, said Nefeld first ap- 
proached him with the idea of killing 
Jayne in November, 1969, at the Hub 
Cafe in Markham, where Adams washed 
dishes part time and his 24-year-old wife 
Patricia worked as a waitress. 


"Nefeld asked me if I could get a man 


to make a hit," Adams said. "Then he 
said it was Jayne and asked if I wanted 
the job — I said yes," he added. 


Nefeld's 
former 
attorney, Andrew 


Thomas, told the Herald previously that 
Nefeld, a stable owner himself, met Silas 
through the horse business and at times 
served as his body guard. Silas, reputed 
to be a millionaire, owns the Jaynesville 


horse -farm on Nestler Road west of El- 
gin. 


Adams said Nefeld then arranged a 


meeting with Joseph. LaPlaca to "get 
more details about the job." That meet- 
ing and about five others with LaPlaca 
were held between late 1969 and the time 
Jayne was shot, he added. 


Adams then testified that he first met 


Silas with LaPlaca outside an Elgin res- 
taurant early in 1970. "Silas asked me if 
I wanted the job of killing George. I said 
yes," Adams said. 


Adams further testified that "Silas 


said he was a man of means and would 
take care of me in case I got in trouble. 
He said he didn't want any witnesses, 
whether it be Mrs. Jayne, the kids or 
anyone and I then said I needed a gun." 


JAYNE THEN GAVE him a ,38-caliber 


gun "which couldn't be traced." But the 
weapon ultimately used to kill Jayne 
came from Markham policeman, Edward 


Vest who loaned his rifle to Mrs. Adams 
at the Hub Cafe after Mrs. Adams said 
she was going on a hunting trip and 
needed a gun. 


She gave the gun to Adams who in turn 


gave it to Barnes, who used to work with 
Adams at a Chicago meat processing 
plant and was first approached by 
Adams with the offer to kill Jayne last 
August, Adams said. 


That smae month, Adams and LaPlaca 


went to Jayne's secluded farm to prac- 
tice-shoot the rifle. Edward Cisoski, an 
Illinois Bureau of Investigation agent, 
testified yesterday that a bullet retrieved 
from a grove of trees used by Adams as 
practice targets on Silas's farm matched 
that of the bullet found in Jayne's heart. 


He also testified that a finger print 


from Barnes was found by the Illinois 
State Crime Lab on the scope of the mur- 
der weapon, which he said he surren- 


dered to IBI agents after being ques- 
tioned about the murder last November. 


It was at that time investigators traced 


a car seen at Jayne's borne the night he 
was murdered to Adams. Part of the 
payoff money was also found in Mrs. 
Adams' purse, and IBI agent Cisoski tes- 
tified that Silas* left thumb print Was 
found on one of the $50 bills in her purse. 


HE SAID THE .38-caliber weapon Silas 


gave him was not used because Barnes 
lost it on Jayne's lawn during a previous 
attempt on Jayne's life that was spoiled 
when "something went wrong." 


Adams also said he cased Jayne's 


home at least 12 times before the final 
shooting, several times with LaPlaca. 


Throughout the months before the mur- 


der, Adams said he never received an 
advance payoff from Silas. "Silas said he 
couldn't give me any front money be- 
cause he gave some money to some oth- 


er guys before to kill George and they 
ran out on him," Adams said. 
t 


The first payoff, $15,000, came1 from 


LaPlaca the day after the murder. The 
second payoff, another $15,000 also came 
from LaPlaca two day after the shoot- 
ing, Adams said. 


Adams said $12,500 of that money went 


to Barnes. He said he kept $17,500 -for 
himself and another $3,800 was con- 
fiscated by the IBI upon questioning. • 


After hearing the lengthy testimony 


Judge Sulski ruled that all four defend- 
ants be bound over to the Cook County 
Grand Jury to determine if the case 
should go to trial.

of Appeals on a variation in a sign set- 
back requirement for Ritchie Realtors 
at 95 S. Milwaukee Ave. has been de- 
layed until June 29. 


Because of a legal technicality in the 


identification of the owners of the proper- 
ty, the zoning board Tuesday was ad- 
vised by Village Atty. Paul Hamer to 
continue its meeting. 


The contract purchasers of the proper- 


ty, Donald and Charles Ritchie, had 
asked for a variation so that a sign could 
be placed five feet back from the proper- 
ty line in front of their building. 


Atty. William Moore, who represented 


the Ritchies, explained that it is impos- 
sible for the property to comply with a 
25-foot sign setback requirement now in 
village ordinances because the building 
on the property is only 20 feet back from 
the property line. 


THE REMODELLED HOUSE is on 


two 20-foot wide lots on the east side of 
Milwaukee Avenue, he said. 


Moore testified that the current owner 


of the property is a trust in the First 
Bank and Trust Co. of Palatine with Mi- 
chael and Marilyn Barden as benefi- 
ciaries of the trust. 


In explaining why he felt the variation 


should be granted Moore pointed to .nu- 
merous existing signs in the same block 
which have 5-foot setbacks or actually 
hang over the sidewalk, including one 
sign on a competing real estate office. 


Village Director of Building and Zoning 


Bill Bieber told the zoning board how- 
ever that the two businesses which have 
been built in the area since the village 
ordinances have required a 25-foot set- 
back, Lums Restaurant and Double M 
Realty, do comply with the new ordi- 
nance. 


Moore pointed out that Ritchie had had 


a sign with a 5-foot setback at its old 
address at 65 S. Milwaukee Ave. before 
moving. 


THE NEW VILLAGE ordinance requir- 


ing the. 25-foot setback was enacted May 
11,1970, Bieber said. 


The new ordinance affects only new 


signs, not those already in place when it 
was passed. 


Moore also pointed to the curve of the 


street as a reason for allowing the 5 foot 
setback. He said a sign at that distance 
from the street was necessary to identify 
the Ritchie property to passing motor- 
ists. 


Zoning Board chairman Douglas Car- 


gill commented that he was not too in-

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Witness: 'He Paid Me $30,000' 
Si Jayne Implicated 
In Brother's Murder 


by TOM ROBB 


Melvin Adams, the state's star witness 


in the George Jayne murder case, testi- 
fied in court yesterday that Silas Jayne 
paid him $30,000 to kill his brother. 


Standing within inches of Silas and the 


other three defendants charged with 
murder, Adams told Criminal Court 
Judge Robert J. Sulski that he was origi- 
nally supposed to kill Jayne, but recruit- 
ed Julius Barnes, a 37-year-old Chicago 
laborer, to be the triggerman, 


Adams, who said he has been granted 


immunity from prosecution for murder 
by Judge Joseph Powers, said he drove 
his car to Jayne's 1918 Banbury Lane 
residence in Inverness on Oct. 28, 1970 
and that Barnes walked across the side 
lawn of Jayne's home and shot the 47- 
year-old wealthy horseman who was 
playing cards with his family to cele- 
brate his son's 16th birthday. 


During the course of his two-hour testi- 


mony, Adams also implicated defendants 
Joseph LaPlaca, a 48-year-old Elgin resi- 
dent and handyman for Silas, and Edwin 
Nefetd, 27, former head of detectives for 


the Markham police. 


ADAMS, WHO WAS being held in pro- 


tective custody, said Nefeld first ap- 
proached him with the idea of killing 
Jayne in November, 1969, at the Hub 
Cafe in Markham, where Adams washed 
dishes part time and his 24-year-old wife 
Patricia worked as a waitress. 


"Nefeld asked me if I could get a man 


to make a hit," Adams said. "Then he 
said it was Jayne and asked if I wanted 
the job -1 said yes," he added. 


Nefeld's former attorney, Andrew 


Thomas, told the Herald previously that 
Nefeld, a stable owner himself, met Silas 
through the horse business and at times 
served as his body guard. Silas, reputed 
to be a millionaire, owns the Jaynesville 
horse farm on Nestler Road west of El- 
gin 


Adams said Nefeld then arranged a 


meeting with Joseph LaPlaca to "get 
more details about the job." That meet- 
ing and about five others with LaPlaca 
were held between late 1969 and the time 
Jayne was shot, he added. 


Adams then testified that he first met 


Hicks Road, U.S. 14 Revision 
May Save Palatine Businesses 


Five or six businesses on U. S. 14 in 


Palatine which would have been elimi- 
nated under the original improvement 
plans for Hicks Road and the highway 
will be saved if a possible revision 
is incorporated into the plans. 


The revision and other information on 


the reconstruction was presented yester- 
day by Cesar Nepomucemo of the Illinois 
Division of Highways to a committee of 
the Palatine Chamber of Commerce. 


The change will move the relocation of 


Hicks Road so that it Intersects with U. 
S. 14 further east than originally 
planned. It will preserve the businesses 
located on the west side of U. S. 14 just 
north of the Chicago and North Western 
Ry. tracks. 


However, under the original plan of re- 


construction 39 businesses would have to 
cease operation, according to Jerry Pin- 
derskl, chairman of the Chamber's 
highway study committee which met 
with the state officials. 


THE STATE'S preliminary plans based 


on earlier studies and traffic counts in- 
dicate a need for: 


—Widening Hicks Road to four lanes 


with a 16-foot median from Euclid to the 
railroad tracks, and also from Baldwin 
Road north to Rand Road. 


—Widening' U. S. 14 from four to six 


lanes from the railroad tracks to Bald- 
win Road, with an underpass for Hicks 
Road below the tracks. 


The merchants said they felt the pro- 


posed underpass at the tracks was un- 
necessary and Nepomucemo said elimi- 
nating the underpass would be consid- 
ered. 


At a meeting in December with Village 


Mgr. Berton Braun merchants had In- 
dicated a desire for the relocation of 
Hicks as presented in the revision yester- 
day. 


Other concerns of the merchants were 


brought up yesterc <y, including a desire 
for off street parking if present facilities 
are eliminated. 


MERCHANTS IN that area are pre- 


sently using the right-of-way for parking. 


Braun said, "Parking on U, S. 14 


should have been eliminated a long time 
ago. It's a hazard to life and limb." 


The question of parking is not the high- 


way departments' 
responsibility, he 


added. 


"Even if the state dropped the project 


parking would still be a problem that 
would have to be dealt with," he said. 


He indicated some kind of cooperative 


agreement between the village and mer- 
chants could probably be reached. 


The village will also be working with 


the state to provide other facilities in 
conjunction with the project, including 
relighting of the highway, and possibly 
drainage and sidewalks, Braun said. 


The merchants on the Chamber's high- 


way study committee also doubted the 
traffic counts presented at the meeting. 


According to Nepomucemo 22,000 ve- 


hicles traveled each day on the portion of 
U. S. 14 planned for reconstruction He 
said the traffic counts were taken in 
1969. 


He added that an estimated 29,000 ve- 


hicles a day will be traveling on the high- 
way 20 years from now. 


HE EXPLAINED the six lanes were 


necessary to take care of that volume of 
traffic and to increase traffic flow. 


Construction is scheduled to begin 


sometime in the next five year*, Ne- 
pomucemo said, but he could give no in- 
dication as to when it would be com- 
pleted. 


The Chamber would like to have the 


condemnations as minimal as possible 
with the project done as efficiently as 
possible, Pinderski said.

But the 
weapon ultimately used to kill Jayne 
came from Markham policeman Edward 
Vest who loaned his rifle to Mrs. Adams 
at the Hub Cafe after Mrs. Adams said 
she was going on a hunting trip and 
needed a gun. 


She gave the gun to Adams who in turn 


gave it to Barnes, who used to work with 
Adams at a Chicago meat processing 
plant and was first approached by 
Adams with the offer to kill Jayne last 
August, Adams said. 


That smae month, Adams and LaPlaca 


went to Jayne's secluded farm to prac- 
tice-shoot the rifle. Edward Cisoski, an 
Illinois Bureau of Investigation agent, 
testified yesterday that a bullet retrieved 
from a grove of trees used by Adams as 
practice targets on Silas's farm matched 
that of the bullet found in Jayne's heart. 


He also testified that a finger print 


from Barnes was found by the Illinois 
State Crime Lab on the scope of the mur- 
der weapon, which he said he surren- 
dered to IBI agents after being ques- 
tioned about the murder last November. 


It was at that time investigators traced 


a car seen at Jayne's home the night he 
was murdered to Adams. Part of the 
payoff money was also found in Mrs. 
Adams' purse, and IBI agent Cisoski tes- 
tified that Silas' left thumb print was 
found on one of the $50 bills in her purse. 


HE SAID THE .38-caliber weapon Silas 


gave him was not used because Barnes 
lost it on Jayne's lawn during a previous 
attempt on Jayne's life that was spoiled 
when "something went wrong." 


Adams also7 said he cased Jayne's 


home at least 12 times before the final 
shooting, several tunes with LaPlaca. 


Throughout the months before the mur- 


der, Adams said he never received an 
advance payoff from Silas. "Silas said he 
couldn't give me any'front money be- 
cause he gave some money to some oth- 
er guys before to kill George and they 
ran out on him," Adams said. 


The first payoff, $15,000, came from 


LaPlaca the day after the murder. The 
second payoff, another $15,000 also came 
from LaPlaca two day after the shoot- 
ing, Adams said. 


Adams said $12,500 of that money went 


to Barnes. He said he kept $17,500 for 
himself and another $3,800 was con- 
fiscated by the IBI upon questioning. 


After hearing the lengthy testimony 


Judge Sulski ruled that all four defend- 
ants be bound over to the Cook County 
Grand Jury to determine if the case 
should go to trial. 


Silas Jayne, Nefeld, Barnes and La- 


Placa who were arrested on May 27 are 
still being held without bond at Cook 
County Jail.

OK To Teach Takes Months 


(Editor's Note: This is the first of a 


two-part series describing the experience 
of becoming an elementary substitute 
teacher. School Dlst. 15 reporter, Marge 
Ferroli, started the processing In Octo- 
ber which ended recently with her day in 
the classroom as a teacher.)

Getting certification from the state of 


Illinois for substitute teaching is easy if 
you've got a college degree, the cooper- 
ation of local school officials and you 
don't mind waiting six months. 


But if you need money fast, it would be 


advisable to freshen up on typing skills 
and be a secretary while the county and 
state bureaucratic red tape slowly un- 
winds itself and issues you a certificate. 


Several forms have to be filled out in 


detail, and transcripts of college records 
have to be mailed to their proper places 
to start the process. Personal interviews 
with officials of the local school district 
and clearance with the district superin- 
endent are also necessary if you want to 
get a job 


In my case, Palatine-Rotting Meadows 


Dist 15 officials had to check me out 
before my certification would come 
Dist. 15, like most other school districts, 
right now is in a fairly comfortable posi- 
tion in hiring teachers. There are more 
qualified teachers floating around than 
the district needs. 


Because I had no real previous experi- 


ence in teaching nor any instruction in 
methods of eduation while in college, I 


was told by Dist. 15 officials that I would 
have been discouraged to seek a substi- 
tute position with them if I hadn't been a 
reporter. 


IN THE PAST, Dist. 15 has hired per- 


sons in all types of professions, from air- 
line pilots to housewives, as substitute 
teachers. Now, the job market has per- 
mitted them the luxury of hiring almost 
exclusively only substitutes with back- 
grounds in teaching. 


According to Paul Jung, Dist. 15 direc- 


tor of personnel, the personal interview 
Dist. 15 requires of substitutes is the 
most important step in employment,

"I try to determine their motives for 


teaching in one of our classrooms," he 
explained. "I try to get a feeling about 
them as responsible individuals." He 
said he has refused certification for sub- 
stitutes in the past because of these in- 
terviews, trying to weed out the tran- 
sient or unstable types. 


Since it was Jung's idea in the first 


place that I get certification for an ar- 
ticle on teaching in the suburban class- 
room of today, getting the okay from 
the local school district's wasn't any 
problem. 


The situation that presented a potential 


difficulty was having to fulfill the state's 
requirement that a college graduate who 
is seeking certification with no prior 
teaching experience must observe two 
full days of classroom activities. 


THE PRINCIPAL of Pleasant Hill 


School in Palatine was more than coop- 
erative and he opened a third and a fifth 
grade classroom to me on two separate 
occasions so that I could meet the re- 
quirement. 


On first observations, I searched in- 


tensively for little teaching techniques, 
perhaps more accurately called tricks, 
from the classroom teachers which 
might help me out with my own teaching 
chores. 


Dealing with third graders generally 


came off easier than contending with

Teacher Fled, 
Joined Circus

Judging from appearances, one would 


think John Hall was really a local high 
school teachers rather than the man- 
ager of the second largest tent circus In 
America. 


The man who keeps things running for 


the Hoxie Brothers Circus has the neat 
but hip look of a high school-English in- 
structor, right down to the sideburns. He 
even has the relaxed poise students like 
in teachers these days. 


Hall's appearance is not deceiving, 


though. He used to be a teacher. Prior :o 
joining Hoxie Brothers 11 years ago, he 
served as an instructor at a school in 
Miami. 


After teaching for four years, Hall re- 


alized teaching wasn't what he enjoyed, 
so he quit and ran away with the circus. 


WITH HOME BROTHERS, he found a 


job he enjoyed even though this is the 
hardest job Hall has ever attempted. 


As manager of Hoxie Brothers, which 


played in Palatine Tuesday, Hall spends 
seven months each year traveling from 
town to town, putting on one of the finest 
circuses in the business. Each year, the 
circus visits about 200 towns playing one 
night stands. 


"A two-night stand is a rarity for us," 


Hall said. 


The routine followed by the circus is 


one of regularity. Everything is'packed 
av/ay by the circus workers in the early 
morning. By 4 a.m., the entire circus is 
on the rnad, covering about 50 miles to 
its next destination. 


tn the new town all the tents are 


erected, the animals are fed and bathed 
and all the concession stands are set up. 


Two or three circus performances are 
presented each evening and then the rou- 
tine starts all over again. 


Part of Hall's job is helping to select 


and hire acts and employes for Hoxie 
Brothers. Unlike most businesses, the 
circus has nearly a complete worker 
turnover each year. 


MOST EMPLOYES, he said, will work 


for Hoxie Brothers the duration of their 
contract and then move on to another 
circus. 


Acts are changed annually, Hall said, 


because Hoxie Brothers plays many of 
the same towns each year. To get cus- 
tomers back each year, the circus tries 
tn present a new show each season. 


Only one of the circus' more than a 


dozen acts were repeating with Hoxie 
Brothers this season, he said. 


In searching for new acts, the Hoxie 


Brothers Circus can usually pick from a 
wide variety of performers who seek env 
ployment with them because of the cir- 
cus' reputation. On rare occasions, the 
circus will seek out an act it considers 
extremely good. 


THIS YEAR'S specially chosen per- 


formers were the Italian clowns. Hall 
said they were hired so the circus could 
present something different in clowning. 
In previous years, the circus had hired 
clowns of the American variety, whose 
humor is of a wilder nature. 


Nearly all of the circus performers are 


married, Hall said. Quite a few trav- 
el with their families and often work the 
children into the act. 


Hall, however, is still a bachelor. He 


admits that he does get lonely at times, 
but not for very long. "There are just so 
many things to do," he said.

Dr. Middleton, a Des Plaines area phy- 


sician, was arrested Dec. 1 after several 
of (be doctor's female patients charged 
that he drugged and then sexually as- 
saulted them in his office. 


James Kavanaugh, assistant state's at- 


torney assigned to the case, said the doc- 
tor's competency to cooperate with his 
lawyers could not be determined because 
the doctor refused to cooperate with the 
psychiatrist. 


Kavanaugh said Dr. Middleton was in- 


terviewed by Dr. Robert A. Reisman,' is- 
sistant director of the Psychiatric In- 
stitute of the Circuit Court of Cook Coun- 
ty. Reisman's report, which was read to 
Circuit Court Judge Robert Downing yes- 
terday, indicated the doctor refused to 
answer any questions. 


"The only thing he said to Dr. Reis- 


man was that he would not answer any 
questions," Kavanaugh said. 


THE STATE'S attorney said Dr. Mid- 


dleton also refused to be examined by a 
private psychiatrist. 


Kavanaugh explained there can be no 


determination of competency until the 


doctor decides to cooperate. "You can't

many of the outbursts and hyperactivity 
of fifth grade students. Discipline ap- 
peared to be more important with fifth 
graders, who weren't any less inhibited 
than those in third grade, just "a .-lot 
louder. 


On the second day of observation of the 


same classes, several months later; I 
tried to relax more and appreciate the 
children as individuals rather than .as 
students. I noticed their development 
from one time to the next, and recog- 
nized a definite increase in mutual trust 
and affection between the children and 
their teachers. 


IT ALSO BECAME apparent that prob- 


ably the simplest secret to success was, a 
smile, to show the students that teacher 
is indeed a real person. Being natural 
and not trying to play the role of a dis- 
ciplinarian seemed to bring out a more 
productive class, with a certain amount 
of control. 
"' 


More free time for students is also a 


larger part of the classroom scene now 
than it was 10 years ago. Even third gra- 
ders were given the time to "do their 
thing" -for creative exercise and ex- 
pression. 


Unstructured structure best describes 


the modern classroom, at least - in 
Dist. 15. Teachers are coordinators and 
guides, not authoritarians whose word is 
the ultimate end in every situation.

Corps, Fremd did not specify any place 
where they would like to see the school 
built, Mrs. DeMarco said. This was done 
so the Fremd contribution could be used 


THE PEACE CORPS does allow the 


contributers to direct their money to a 
desired location. 


Fremd's money will now be used by 


the Peace Corps to help a small foreign 
community build a new school. The cash 
will buy all the materials for the facility 
while the people in the community win 
supply the labor. 


When the school building is completed, 


the people will communicate with the 
students at Fremd. Hopefully, a cultural 
exchange will occur between Fremd and 
the foreign community. 


For several years, the Peace Corps 


School Partnership Programs has been 
building foreign schools with such aid 
from American schools, clubs and organ- 
izations.

schools." 


Pavlos moved among his five-man 


kitchen crew, tasted the bubbling sauce 
in a massive pan of potted swiss steak, 
urged us to "eat, eat. It's good, right?" 
and put the finishing touches to lunch for 
300. 


"How did I get started? I just got in 


the kitchen and then the kitchen got into 
me," Pavlos said. 


"LET'S, SEE those potatoes, boy — 


ah, that's good, firm skin' but don't mix 
them with, the old ones," said Pavlos 
heading for the food lockers. 


"You want to learn about cooking, you 


start back here, look, see that meat, all 
Prime, I don't use no other kind." 


"You want to know my secret — good 


help, good food and no leftovers — that's 
what makes a good kitchen," Pavlos con- 
fided. 


"I'll tell you something else, but this is 


no secret — the king of the cooking, 
that's the Greek man," Pavlos said. 


"Don't think I say that because I'm 


Greek, it is the truth; only the Geek man 
keeps all the nutrients in the good foods 
he cooks. 


"It is good that the vegetables look 


pretty; nice and green — but you know 
how some chefs keep them that wa'y, 
they boil them with soda and then wash 
everything away with the water from the 
sink. That sink it's more healthy than the

Officials Request 
New Golf Course 
In Busse Woods 


As Cook County workers plant trees for 


the $1 million golf course near Roselle 
and Central roads in Palatine Township, 
Rolling Meadows officials will ask that 
another golf course be built less than 
three miles away. 


The city ordinance and judiciary com- 


mittee, recommended a resolution be 
sent to George Dunne, president of the 
Cook County Board pf Commissioners 
and Forest Preserve District, asking a 
golf course be constructed in Busse 
Woods at Golf Road and Rte. 53 near the 
southern section of the city. Aldermen 
said the city would provide the "upkeep, 
maintenance, and financial help in devel- 
opment." 


Last year, county officials were con- 


tacted about a golf course in Rolling 
Meadows, but said "it was out of the 
question," said Aid. Thomas Waldron 
"Then less than a month later the 
Schaumburg course was announced." 


Last November, the forest preserve 


district said they planned a golf course 
in Hoffman Estates to serve the North- 
west suburban area The course is ex- 
pected to open for play in about 1975.

9 Shelter Care 
Home Residents 
Must Be Moved 


The nine tenants of Catherine Memor- 


ial room and board home on Meacham 
Road in Rolling Meadows must be moved 
within 60 days, according to a decision of 
the city ordinance and judiciary com- 
mittee, 


The land which houses the room and 


board home was annexed to the city 
three months ago. Since then, city offi- 
cials have made numerous inspections of 
the building finding it fails to meet city 
health, building and fire codes. 


Aid. Frederick Jacobson said the build- 


ing will be boarded up in 60 days and he 
has recommended demolition. 


Last month City Health Officer John 


Schultz found more than 50 health code 
deficiencies and recommended the build- 
ing be vacated, if it was not brought 
up to safety standards. 


DUANE JACOBSEN. owner of the 


room and board home, chose to evac- 
uate the structure rather than renovate 
it. He said the cost to bring it up to 
standards was prohibitive. 


At the first meeting with city officials 


after the inspections, 15 residents were 
at the shelter care home. Now only nine 
remain. Jacobson said the nine will be 
placed in other homes, until a new shel- 
ter care facility is built on the site. 


When the land was annexed to Rolling 


Meadows, it was with the understanding 
that a new shelter care home would be 
constructed on the three acres. 


that an IB-hole course be developed at 
the Busse Woods site located in the 
northern section of Ned Brown Forest 
Preserve. 


The forest preserve conservation de- 


partment said there are no plans for a 
golf course included in the six-phase wa- 
tershed program at the Ned Brown pre- 
serve. 


A representative of the forest preserve 


architect's office said he felt there was 
"not enough available land after the lake 
and recreational plans are completed." 
He commented that much of the avail- 
able land will be used for parking, picnic 
activities and water sports. 


Two months ago, the forest preserve 


district took the first step in developing 
the land at Ned Brown Forest Preserve. 


A 589-acre lake was approved as well 


as numerous other recreational facilities 
including picnic areas, trails and boat 
docks.

Officials are hoping to begin construc-

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Silas Jayne Implicated In Murder

Melvin Adams, the state's star witness 


in the George Jayne murder case, testi- 
fied in court yesterday that Silas Jayne 
paid him $30,000 to kill his brother. 


Standing within inches of Silas and the 


other three defendants charged with 
murder, Adams told Criminal Court 
Judge Robert J. Sulski that he was origi- 
nally supposed to kill Jayne, but recruit- 
ed Julius Barnes, a 37-year-old Chicago 
laborer, to be the triggerman. 


Adams, who said he has been granted 


immunity from prosecution for murder 
by Judge Joseph Powers, said he drove 
his car to Jayne's 1918 Banbury Lane 
residence in Inverness on Oct. 28, 1970 
and that Barnes walked across the side 
lawn of Jayne's home and shot the 47- 
year-old wealthy horseman who was 
playing cards with his family to cele- 
brate his son's 16th birthday. 


During the course of his two-hour testi- 


mony, Adams also implicated defendants 
Joseph LaPlaca, a 48-year-old Elgin resi- 
dent and handyman for Silas, and Edwin 
Nefeld, 27, former head of detectives for 
the Markham police. 


ADAMS, WHO WAS being held in pro- 


tective custody, said Nefeld first ap- 
proached him with the idea of killing 
Jayne in November, 1969, at the Hub 
Cafe in Markham, where Adams washed 
dishes part time and his 24-year-old wife 
Patricia worked as a waitress. 


"Nefeld asked me if I could get a man 


to make a hit," Adams said. "Then he 
said it was Jayne and asked if I wanted 
the job — I said yes," he added. 


Nefeld's former 
attorney, Andrew 


Thomas, told the Herald previously that 
Nefeld, a stable owner himself, met Silas 
through the horse business and at times 
served as his body guard. Silas, reputed 
to be a millionaire, owns the Jaynesville 
horse farm on Nestler Road west of El- 
gin. 


Adams said Nefeld then arranged a 


meeting with Joseph LaPlaca to "get 
more details about the job." That meet- 
ing and about five others with LaPlaca 
were held between late 1969 and the time 
Jayne was shot, he added. 


Adams then testified that he first met 


Silas with LaPlaca outside an Elgin res- 
taurant early in 1970. "Silas asked me if 
I wanted the job of killing George. I said 
yes," Adams said. 


Adams further testified that "Silas 


said he was a man of means and would 
take care of me in case I got in trouble. 
He said he didn't want any witnesses, 
whether It be Mrs. Jayne, the kids or 
anyone and I then said I needed a gun." 


JAYNE THEN GAVE him a .38-caliber 


gun "which couldn't be traced." But the 
weapon ultimately used to kill Jayne 
came from Markham policeman Edward 
Vest who loaned his rifle to Mrs. Adams 
at the Hub Cafe after Mrs. Adams said 
she was going on a hunting trip and 
needed a gun. 


She gave the gun to Adams who in turn 


gave it to Barnes, who used to work with 
Adams at a Chicago meat processing 
plant and was first approached by 
Adams with the offer to kill Jayne last 
August, Adams said. 
* 
•" 


That smae month, Adams and LaPlaca 


went to Jayne's secluded farm to prac- 
tice-shoot the rifle. Edward Cisoski, an 
Illinois Bureau of Investigation agent, 
testified yesterday that a bullet retrieved 
from a grove of trees used by Adams as 
practice targets on Silas's farm matched 
that of the bullet found in Jayne's heart. 


He also testified that a finger print 


from Barnes was found by the Illinois 
State Crime Lab on the scope of the mur- 
der weapon, which he said he surren- 
dered to IBI agents after being ques- 
tioned about the murder last November. 


It was at that time investigators traced 


a car seen at Jayne's home the night he 
was murdered to Adams. Part of the 
payoff money was also found in Mrs. 
Adams' purse, and IBI agent Cisoski tes- 
tified that Silas' left thumb print was 
found on one of the $50 bills in her purse. 


HE SAID THE .38-caliber weapon Silas 


gave him was not used because Barnes 
lost it on Jayne's lawn during a previous 
attempt on Jayne's life that was spoiled 
when "something went wrong." 


Adams also said he cased Jayne's 


home at least 12 times before the final 
shooting, several times with LaPlaca. 


Throughout the months before the mur- 


der, Adams said he never received an 
advance payoff from Silas. "Silas said he 
couldn't give me any front money be- 
cause he gave some money to some oth- 
er guys before to kin George and they 
ran out on him," Adams said.. 


The first payoff, $15,000, came from 


LaPlaca the day after the murder. The 


second payoff, another $15,000 also came 
from LaPlaca two day after the shoot- 
ing, Adams said. 


Adams said $12,500 of that money went 


to Barnes. He said he kept $17,500 for 
himself and another $3,800 was con- 
fiscated by the IBI upon questioning. 


After hearing the lengthy testimony 


Judge Sulski ruled that all four defend- 
ants be bound over to the Cook County 
Grand Jury to determine if the case 
should go to trial. 


Silas Jayne, Nefeld, Barnes and La- 


Placa who were arrested on May 27 are 
still being held without bond at Cook 
County Jail. 


Asked by one of the defense attorneys 


why he turned informer, Adams said, 
"Because I wanted to tell the truth."

State Okay 
To Teach Can 
Take Months 


(Editor's Note: This is the first of a 


two-part series describing the experience 
of becoming an elementary substitute 
teacher. School Dist. 15 reporter, Marge 
Ferroli, started the processing in Octo- 
ber which ended recently with her day in 
the classroom as a teacher.)

Getting certification from the state of 


Illinois for substitute teaching is easy if 
you've got a college degree, the cooper- 
ation of local school officials and you 
don't mind waiting six months. 


But if you need money fast, it would be 


advisable to freshen up on typing skills 
and be a secretary while the county and 
state bureaucratic red tape slowly un- 
winds itself and issues you a certificate 


Several forms have to be filled out in 


detail, and transcripts of college records 
have to be mailed to their proper places 
to start the process Personal interviews 
with officials of the local school district 
and clearance with the district superin- 
endent are also necessary if you want to 
get a job. 


In my case, Palatine-Rolling Meadows 


Dist. 15 officials had to check me out 
before my certification would come 
Dist. 15, like most other school districts, 
right now is in a fairly comfortable posi- 
tion in hiring teachers. There are more 
qualified teachers floating around than 
the district needs. 


Because I had no real previous experi- 


ence in teaching nor any instruction in 
methods of eduation while in college, I 
was told by Dist. 15 officials that I would 
have been discouraged to seek a substi- 
tute position with them if I hadn't been a 
reporter. 


IN THE PAST, Dist. 15 has hired per- 


sons in all types of professions, from air- 
line pilots to housewives, as substitute 
teachers. Now, the job market has per- 
mitted them the luxury of hiring almost 
exclusively only substitutes with back- 
grounds in teaching. 


According to Paul Jung, Dist. 15 direc- 


tor of personnel, the personal interview 
Dist. 15 requires of substitutes is the 
most important step in employment, 
even if only for a day. 


"I try to determine their motives for 


teaching in one of our classrooms," he 
explained. "I try to get a feeling about 
them as responsible individuals." He 
said he has refused certification for sub- 
stitutes in the past because of these in- 
terviews, trying to weed out the tran- 
sient or unstable types. 


Since it was Jung's idea in the first 


place that I get certification for an ar- 
ticle on teaching in the suburban class- 
room of today, getting the okay from 
the local school district's wasn't any 
problem. 


The situation that presented a potential 


difficulty was having to fulfill the state's 
requirement that a college graduate who 
is seeking certification with no prior 
teaching experience must observe two 
full days of classroom activities. 


THE PRINCIPAL of Pleasant Hill 


School in Palatine was more than coop- 
erative and he opened a third and a fifth 
grade classroom to me on two separate 
occasions so that I could meet the re- 
quirement 


On first observations, I searched in-, 


tensively for little teaching techniques; 
perhaps more accurately called tricks, 
from the classroom 
teachers 
which* 


might help me out with my own teaching 
chores. 


Dealing with third graders generally 


came off easier than contending with

Dear Reader — You certainly can get 


pregnant again before your first period 
and nursing the baby won't keep you 
from getting pregnant again, either 


Toilet training is more important than 


most parents realize It has a serious im- 
pact on the child's emotional devel- 
opment It is best not to start too early 
and not to expect too much Few chil- 
dren are ready for toilet training before 
age two. some later The best approach 
is to let the child show you when he is 


ready then with a little guidance he will 
make the change 


Above all, be relaxed about it and treat 


it for what it is, just another normal 
function of the body This may prevent 
the child from developing an excess 
shame of his body or excess timidity 


Some women tend to lose hair after a 


pregnancy This only lasts a few months 
In the meantime, don't do too much Use 
a soft brush, don't brush too often, avoid 
tints, bleaches, excess shampoos and 
hair styles that pull the hair.

is possible for a man to father a child 
after having a vasectomy a year and a 
half before7 What are the odds7 


Dear Reader — It is pretty odd A va- 


sectomy cuts the small tube that pro- 
videse a passageway for the sperm cells 
from the testicles It does not interfere 
with the normal functions of the testicles, 


however 


Immediately after a vasectomy, there 


may still be some cells stored in the 
tract that will flow out with the other 
fluid But expecting to still find sperm 
cells in storage a year and a half later is 
expecting a great deal Rarely, a va- 
sectomy is not successful or the cut ends 
of the little tubes may reunite, but that is 
exceptionally rare

Board Considers 
Leasing Buses 
For River Trails 


River Trails School Dist. 26 is now tak- 


ing bids for leasing a bus service. The 
district has owned and operated its own 
bus service since 1967. 


At a meeting Tuesday, the school 


board voted to take bids to lease a bus 
service with "the .option to accept none 
of the bids." A transportation committee 
of three board members reported that 
the cost of leasing a bus service and the 
cost of owning a bus service is approxi- 
mately the same. 


The committee was assigned to study 


the district's current transportation sys- 
tem and to find ways to offset a deficit in 
the transportation fund. The cost of the 
program totaled about $46,000 during the 
past year, 


The transportation system is funded by 


a district levy (approximately $6.50 per 
$10,000 assessed valuation) and state aid. 
School officials attribute part of the defi- 
cit to rising costs. In addition, Supt. Win- 
ston Harwood pointed out that, "we have 
one of the lowest transportation levies 
hi the area," The district could raise the 
levy up to $12 per $10,000 assessed valu- 
ation without a referendum. 


THE SCHOOL BOARD agreed to not 


consider switching to a leasing operation 
until "presented with specific facts and 
figures," Board members said they 
hoped to review bids for leasing a bus 
service at their July meeting. 


The board's action made it virtually 


impossible for the district to purchase 
any new buses for delivery before Sep- 
tember. At one time the board consid- 
ered trading in two buses for new mod- 
els. The transportation committee rec- 
ommended that the board not make the 
expenditure at this time. 


The transportation committee is made 


up of Neil LcFebvre, Alan Wallskog, and 
Juanita Jacobs. Le Febvre told the 
board, "The advantages of continuing 
our own service are more flexibility, bet- 
ter schedules and pride of ownership. On 
contract leasing a service will hold down 
costs, and get us out of a business that is 
not primarily connected with education." 


Furthermore, pointed out Le Febvre, a 


company leasing the service would have 
the crew and the experience to better 
handle breakdowns. With the present sit- 
uation, the district handles minor repairs 
and contracts for major repairs. 


The school board was also concerned 


about the fact that the district's bus ser- 
vice requires the time of district educa-

tion personnel. Asst. Supt. James Ret- 
zlaff estimated he devotes 10 per cent of 
his time to the bus service. LeFebvre 
said utilizing district personnel for the 
service raised costs because" of "hidden 
expenditures." 


"AS AN OWNER OF the service we 


have to continually worry about acci- 
dents," added Harwood. "We wouldn't 
have that liability if we leased the ser- 
vice." 


District officials decided to operate 


their own bus service in 1967 in an effort 
to save money, according to Jean Meis- 
ter, business manager. "Until 1960, we 
leased a bus service. Then the parents 
contracted directly with the bus com- 
pany for the service. After seven years 
we decided to end this arrangement, and 
the district purchased three buses." 


According to school board member Lee 


Hilfman, the district switched from a 
leasing arrangement, originally because 
of problems of dependability with the 
leasing company. "If we go back to leas- 
Ing, we may be faced with the same 
problems again that forced us into our 
present position," he said. 


Another board member pointed out 


that the leasing company's business has 
expanded and become more sophis- 
ticated over the years, and might there- 
fore be more dependable. 


"WHAT WE HAVE to do is weigh the 


advantage of releasing our own person- 
nel from the responsibilities of operating 
the service against the possibility that 
the performance of the leasing company 
may not be completely dependable," said 
Hilfman. "The question of performance 
is a gamble." 


In advertising for bids, the district will 


ask for information about routes, extra 
runs and field trips. The district will also 
ask that all bids be for a three-year con- 
tract. 


Ritzenthaler Bus Lines has already 


sent a letter to the school board in- 
dicating that it would be interested in 
bidding.

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Silas Jayne Implicated In Murder

Melvin Adams, the state's star witness 


in the George Jayne murder case, testi- 
fied in court yesterday that Silas Jayne 
paid him $30,000 to kill his brother. 


Standing within inches of Silas and the 


other three defendants charged with 
murder, Adams told Criminal Court 
Judge Robert J. Sulski that he was origi- 
nally supposed to kill Jayne, but recruit- 
ed Julius Barnes, a 37-year-old Chicago 
laborer, to be the triggerman. 


Adams, who said be has been granted 


immunity from prosecution for murder 
by Judge Joseph Powers, said he drove 
his car to Jayne's 1918 Banbury Lane 
residence in Inverness on Oct. 28, 1970 
and that Barnes walked across the side 
lawn of'Jayne's home and shot the 47- 
year-old wealthy horseman who was 
playing cards with his family to cele- 
brate his son's 16th birthday. 


During the course of his two-hour testi- 


mony, Adams also implicated defendants 
Joseph LaPlaca, a 48-year-old Elgin resi- 
dent and handyman for Silas, and Edwin 
Nefeld, 27, former head of detectives for 
the Markham police. 


ADAMS, WHO WAS being held in pro- 


tective custody, said Nefeld first ap- 
proached him with the idea of killing 
Jayne in November, 1969, at the Hub

That meet- 
ing and about five others with LaPlaca 
were held between late 1969 and the time 
Jayne was shot, he added 


Adams then testified that he first met 


Silas with LaPlaca outside an Elgin res- 
taurant early in 1970. "Silas asked me if 
I wanted the job of killing George. I said 
yes," Adams said. 


Adams further testified that "Silas 


said he was a man of means and would 
take care of me in case I got in trouble. 
He said he didn't want any witnesses, 
whether it be Mrs. Jayne, the kids or 
anyone and I then said I needed a gun." 


Teachers Attend Workshop 


JAYNE THEN GAVE him a .38-caliber 


gun "which'couldn't be traced." But the 
weapon ultimately used to kill Jayne 
came from Markham policeman Edward 
Vest who loaned his rifle to Mrs. Adams 
at the Hub Cafe after Mrs. Adams said 
she was going on a hunting trip and 
needed a gun. 


She gave the gun to Adams who in turn 


gave it to Barnes, who used to work with 
Adams at a Chicago meat processing 
plant and was first approached 
by 


Adams with the offer to kill Jayne last 
August, Adams said. 


That smae month, Adams and LaPlaca 


went to Jayne's secluded farm to prac- 
tice-shoot the rifle. Edward Cisoski, an 
Illinois Bureau of Investigation agent, 
testified yesterday that a bullet retrieved 
from a grove of trees used by Adams as 
practice targets on Silas's farm matched 
that of the bullet found in Jayne's heart. 


He also testified that a finger print 


from Barnes was found by the Illinois 
State Crime Lab on the scope of the mur- 
der weapon, which he -said he surren- 
dered to IBI agents after being ques- 
tioned about the murder last November. 


It was at that time investigators traced 


a car seen at Jayne's home the night he 
was murdered to Adams. Part of the 
payoff money was also found in Mrs. 
Adams' purse, and IBI agent Cisoski tes- 
tified that Silas' left thumb print was 


' found on one of the $50 bills in her purse. 


HE SAID THE .38-caliber weapon Silas 


gave him was not used because Barnes 
lost it on Jayne's lawn during a previous 
attempt on Jayne's life that was spoiled 
when "something went wrong." 


Adams also said he cased Jayne's 


home at least 12 times before the final 
shooting, several times with LaPlaca.' , 


Throughout the months before the mur- 


der, Adams said he never received an 
advance payoff from Silas. "Silas said he 
couldn't give me any front money be- 
cause he gave some money to some o^h- 
er guys before to kill George and they 
ran out on him," Adams said. 


The first payoff, $15,000, came from 


LaPlaca the day after the murder. The 
second payoff, another $15,000 also came 
from LaPlaca two day after the shoot- 
ing, Adams said. 


Adams said $12,500 of that money went 


to Barnes. He said he kept $17,500 'for 
Jumself and another $3,800 was con- 
fiscated by the IBI upon questioning. 
. 


After hearing the lengthy testimony 


Judge Sulski ruled that all four defend- 
ants be bound over to the Cook County 
Grand Jury to determine if the case 
should go to trial. 


Silas Jayne, Nefeld, Barnes and La- 


Placa who were arrested on May 27 are 
still being held without bond at Cook 
County Jail. 


Asked by one of the defense attorneys 


why he turned informer, Adams said, 
"Because I wanted to tell the truth."

Prospect Hts. Water Tank 
Landscaping Work Started 


Landscaping of a water tank site in 


Prospect Heights is under way. 


The Citizens Utility Co. is bound by a 


consent agreement to screen the tank 
from 
surrounding homes with land- 


scaping by May 30. The tank is located 
at Lee Street and Old Willow Road, in a 
residential area. 


The settlement was reached last No- 


vember in the Cook County Circuit Court 
among the utility company, the state's 
attorney and a local group called "Taxes 
and Promises" (TAP). The hearing was 
called after the utility company filed suit 
against the county to revoke a stop-work 
order issued by the Cook County Building 
Department. The order was issued be- 
cause the company apparently violated 
the setback requirement of its building 
permit. 


TAP petitioned to intervene in the suit 


against the utility company, charging 
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that the tank was a "blight and a haz- 
ard " At the conclusion of the hearing, 
the utility company agreed to lower the 
height of the tank and to landscape the 
area. 


The utility company did not complete 


the proposed landscaping by the May 30 
deadline However, Jessica Bornstein, a 
TAP leader, said, "as long as they are 
putting forth an effort, we are willing to 
cooperate." 


Mrs. Bornstein said she has a copy of

State officials apparently fear that fu- 


ture bids will be just as high as the one 
received, because, according to Teichert, 
they plan to revise the specifications and 
call for the widening to be done along a 
shorter stretch of the creek. 


Teichert explained that state officials 


planned this in an apparent effort to 
keep the cost of the project under 
$100,000, the maximum amount of funds 
available for the project. 


GUILLOU HAD said in April that if the 


work was not done by August the funds 
would have to be reappropriated, be- 
cause the state appropriated the funds 
for use within its 1970-71 fiscal year. 


Robert Klovstad, chairman of the vil- 


lage's drainage and clean streams com- 
mission, said yesterday, that if this was 
the case, "Under the circumstances 
there is probably no question that the 
funds would be reappropriated." He said 
the setback in procuring bids for the 
project "is not fatal." 


However, the postponement will have 


an effect on the second phase of the proj- 
ect from School Street to Elmhurst Road.

Silas Jayne Implicated In Murder

Melvin Adams, the state's star witness 


in the George Jayne murder case, testi- 
fied in court yesterday that Silas Jayne 
paid him $30,000 to kill his brother. 


Standing within inches of Silas and the 


other three defendants charged with 
murder, Adams told Criminal Court 
Judge Robert J. Sulski that he was origi- 
nally supposed to kill Jayne, but recruit- 
ed Julius Barnes, a 37-year-old Chicago 
laborer, to be the triggerman. 


Adams, who said he has been granted 


immunity from prosecution for murder 
by Judge Joseph Powers, said he drove 
his car to Jayne's 1918 Banbury Lane 
residence in Inverness on Oct. 28, 1970 
and that Barnes walked across the side 
lawn of Jayne's home and shot the 47- 
year-oW wealthy horseman who was 
playing cards with his family to cele- 
brate his son's 16th birthday. 


During the course of his two-hour testi- 


mony, Adams also implicated defendants 
Joseph LaPlaca, a 48-year-old Elgin resi- 
dent and handyman for Silas, and Edwin 
Nefeld, 27, former head of detectives for 
the Markham police. 


ADAMS, WHO WAS being held in pro- 


tective custody, said Nefeld first ap- 
proached him with the idea of killing 
Jayne in November, '1969, at the Hub 


Cafe in Markham, where Adams washed 
dishes part time and his 24-year-old wife 
Patricia worked as a waitress. 


"Nefeld asked me if I could get a man

Budget Cuts 
Are 'Cold, 
Impersonal9

A list of budget cuts affecting teachers 


has the cold impersonality of battlefield 
body counts — the individuals behind 
them are hard to visualize. 


For 15 teachers, two nurses, two social 


workers and a psychologist, however, the 
cuts approved on March 31 by the Dist. 
25 Board of Education had immediate 
personal effect — they were informed 
that they had no jobs for next year. 


The 15 teachers were all on probation, 


meaning they had been in the district 
two years or less, and had to be "honor- 
ably dismissed" in order to make sure 
tenured teachers could be reassigned in 
the district. 


The number of dismissals was much 


smaller than it might have been because 
the board chose to wait for normal resig- 
nations in order to make the other per- 
sonnel cuts needed. 


Registered letters officially informed 


those who were dismissed, but for most 
the news came first on a face to face 
basis. 


"AFTER THE referendum I heard 


from one of the teachers that they would 
probably cut French, then I talked to my 
principal, then I got the letter, then I 
talked to Dr. Monroe (Donald Monroe, 
director of personnel). By the time it 
was over I was tired of hearing about 
it," Karen Wixom, a pretty first-year 
French teacher at Thomas Junior High 
School, explained. 
' 


Miss Wixom taught for part of the 1969- 


70 school year and this year in the dis- 
trict. Then came the budget cut which 
eliminated the whole junior high school 
French program. 


"I felt like-1 had just gotten the pro- 


gram to be what I wanted," she said. "I 
had all sorts of plans for next year. It's 
kind of sad, but that's the way it goes." 


She told her classes about the cut "as 


objectively as possible. Some of them 
were disappointed and I tried not to show 
that it disappointed me. The majority of 
them won't be that much affected, I 
guess," she said. 


The sudden job loss has resulted in 


Miss Wixom moving up plans to get mar- 
ried and she has been looking for a job.. 
"I don't have one yet," she said, letting 
her smile almost slide into a grimace. "I 
knew it was going to be hard, but I didn't 
realize it was going to be this hard." 


KEITH REICHELT, band teacher for 


Park, Ridge, Olive, Dryden and Dunton' 
Schools, still had a job after the list of 
cuts were drawn up for board approval.

I've been here only two years 
but I love the kids like they are my 
own," he explained softly. 


WHEN THE CUT was announced, he 


said, "My biggest problem was how to 
tell the kids that they'd worked and prac- 
ticed and now they aren't going to be 
able to play anymore." 


So he ducked the issue temporarily. "I 


crossed my fingers and prayed some- 
thing would happen. Then the donation 
thing came up and I had good news to 
tell them." he said. 


"I would have told them eventually, 


but I have no idea how." 


As the year draws to a close Reichelt 


is in the process of easing himself out of 
his students' lives. "There are some who 
say that if I'm not around they won't 
play, but I tell them that's not right," he 
said. "I don't fee! my work is done here 
at all. I don't feel I've done enough for 
the district." 


HE BELIEVES THE donation-run pro- 


gram will work on a temporary basis, 
but if the program is not restored by the 
district "it would wipe out everything 
we've been working for." 


Reichelt, sitting in the small pVactice 


room at Westgate School, looked around 
at the music stands waiting for students 
and reflected a moment. 


Finally, he said,' "I wasn't too terribly 


upset for my own future, I was upset for 
the kids. I can't find it in my heart to be 
angry or bitter because to me the school 
district is the kids and I can't be angry 
with them."

18-point master plan prepared by citizens 
to combat the problems which cause 
drug abuse. CAP was initiated last fall by 
the Arlington Heights Village Board. 


The village board hired the staff at 


Forest Hospital, a private psychiatric 
hospital in Des Plaines, to organize CAP 
as a Way to motivate citizens to solve the 
drug problem locally. Although the origi- 
nal impetus was from the Village Board, 
CAP is designed to evolve into a com- 
pletely citizen run program. 


THE PRELIMINARY STAGES OF 


CAP included meetings with various 
groups representing homeowners associ- 
ations, community service groups, school 
principals, students, elected 
officials, 


doctors, lawyers, clergymen and others. 


At first, citizens worked to identify the 


problems which cause youths and adults 
to abuse drugs and then tackled possible 


tsolutions to these problems. 


A master plan for action was presented 


during a mass meeting of interested citi- 
zens in March. Suggested programs in- 
cluded hiring of youth workers, estab- 
lishing a health service bureau, appoint- 
ing a youth advisory board, revamping 
drug education programs in the schools 
and starting a hot line service. 


More programs included a drop-in cen- 


ter where troubled youths could get help, 
a special "Talk Week" to increase com- 
munication between youths and parents, 
youth centers for specific age groups, le- 
gal referral system, a youth employment 
center, and an information, education 
and counseling center.

Hersey Lauded In Report 


John Hersey High School in Arlington 


Heights has been described as "an ex- 
cellent, forward-looking school, serving 
the school community well" in a report 
issued recently by a North Central Asso- 
ciation evaluation team. 


The report, which resulted in accredi- 


tation for the school by the association, 
was issued recently following an eval- 
uation that included a four-day visit to 
the school by members of the North Cen- 
tral team. 


When the school opened in 1968, it re- 


ceived conditional accreditation. As is 
usually the case, the conditional accre- 
ditation remained in effect until the eval- 
uation could be complete Accreditation 
means that students with credits from 
Hersey can transfer them to colleges or 
other high schools. 


EVALUATION OF the school's educa- 


tional programs and facilities began dur- 
ing the 1969-70 school year with the facul- 
ty performing its own evaluation at the 
school. 


The 24-member North Central team, 


composed of educators from throughout 
the area, made its four-day visit to the 
school in February of this year., The re- 
port issued following the visit included 
critiques on the school's philosophies and 
objectives and its overall curriculum as 
well as individual subjects. Also included 
were comments on the students them- 
selves. 
, 


Concerning the school's overall cur- 


riculum, the report stated, "By almost 
e v e r y conventional criteria, Hersey 
would be rated as a very good school. 
There are many top-flight people in lead- 
ership positions. The faculty is mostly 
warm, human and competent." 


The committee lauded the school's cur- 


riculum "on several counts. The broad 
and varied array of courses offers mul- 
tiple opportunities to meet the needs of 
students. The rich resources for teaching 
and learning enhance the program of 
studies. These include a good library, 
elaborate audio-visual materials!, many 
resource rooms, even an IBM 1620 com- 
puter ..." 


The team also had praise for the 


school's efforts to meet the special needs 
of particular student groups. One of the 
programs noted was the cooperative 
agreement program for "potential drop- 
outs. The report said, "Here they (poten- 
tial dropouts) engage in work that is con- 
spicuously useful (such as) the produc- 
tion of typing tables, and bookcases ac- 
tually used in the school." 


CERTAIN CRITICISMS ware leveled 


at t h e curriculum, too, however. 
" .. Not all of the needs of all the stu- 
dents ,are being met as well as are those 
for conspicuous groups: the slow or the 
dropout or the disenchanted or the tal- 
ented or the handicapped. Others might 
wonder, 'why not them too?' " 


The team also suggested that the 


school could improve its curriculum by 


providing "for effective involvement of 
all concerned personnel in curriculum 
work. If the currently operative councils 
and committees are considered ade- 
quate, their existence, their functions 
and their essential procedures should be 
wisely communicated." 


The curriculum portion of the report 


concluded, "The potential for a curricu- 
lum that could be meaningful and ex- 
citing in the extreme is almost unlimited 
at Hersey High. 


"The school and community resources 


in general and the human resources in 
particular are tremendous. A still better 
curriculum awaits more systematic in- 
volvement of the people, more feedback, 
more creative thinking, more hard-nosed 
analysis, more daring explorations into 
the realm of the possible and even the 
impossible." 


As to the Hersey students themselves, 


the report noted, "Students were friendly 
and open in their contacts with the vis- 
iting committee. They expressed and ex- 
hibited a high degree of pride in their 
school and general satisfaction with its 
program. 


Though the committee did state that a 


"sizable number of students failed to 
follow school conduct rules, it character- 
ized the students at Hersey "as typical of 
the middle and upper-middle class young 
people today."

The sky was clea/ blue, the air under 


the shade trees pleasantly cool and Willy 
Necker was doing what he enjoys most. 


Seven Dalmatians raced down the 


long, tree-shaded stretch of grass, leap- 
ing hurdles, sailing through hoops, scam- 
pering up barriers — all to the sound of 
firm but soft-spoken commands from 
their master. 


Willy Necker and and his dogs have 


appeared before tens of thousands at 
sport shows and millions on television, 
but for an hour last week, they staged 
their show for just two visitors. 


The size of the audience had no effect 


on the quality of the act. The Dalmatians 
moved gracefully through their turns 
with the concentration of skilled crafts- 
men. Necker directed them with the con- 
tented air of a professional who loves 
his work and his workers. 


A few acres just north of Wheeling on 


Milwaukee Avenue is home for Necker 
and his dogs six months each year. The 
rest of the year they are on the road, at 
county fairs and sport shows, in night- 
clubs and on television. 


Necker loves it. "A .few years ago, I 


had to choose between the training ken- 
nel here or show business. I didn't have 
time for both. So, I chose show business; 
somehow it gets into your blood." ' 


Necker still owns the kennel but he no 


longer manages it, and he trains dogs 
only for longtime customers or old 
friends. 


, 
The Dalmatians love show business, 


too. "When we're going on the road, they 
can't wait to get into the station wag- 
on," Necker said. "And when we're 
back-stage, waiting to go on, they're al- 
ways eager to run out." 


That's not the way it is with all acts, 


Necker said. In some, the dogs are ner- 
vous, reluctant to go on stage, tense dur- 
ing a performance. 


"I can't see that," Necker said. "You 


don't have to be mean; you just have to 
be firm." 


Necker has a trace of a German ac- 


cent, but he ii no Prussian drillmaster 
with his dogs. He is more like a firm and 
affectionate father. 


His commands to the Dalmatians are 


spoken just a bit louder than hit normal 


conversational voice. They are short and 
precise, firm but not harsh. " 


"Scram." Six dogs jump onto a-perch 


and look expectantly at Necker, while a 
sixth, the clown of the act, pushes up the 
lid of a box with his nose and jumps in- 
side. 


"Tiger." The clown hears his name, 


jumps out of the box and begins to jump 
rope, one end held by Necker, the other 
by a dog. 


"Jump." The dogs race toward a 10- 


foot barrier, jump and then scamper up 
and over. 


Twice, Necker raises his voice a bit 


more. "Let's get organized," he says as 
the dogs get confused on one trick. They 
get organized. 


"Will you hold it," he asks a dog who 


has dropped a rope from his mouth. The 
dog does. 


Necker says that it would take a "gift- 


ed," hardworking and dedicated novice 
only a few weeks to learn how to handle 
the Dalmatians, but he admits that the 
original training is an entirely different 
matter. It requires long experience and 
with the experience comes a knowledge 
of the secrets of dog training. 


Necker, now 62, began learning hi his 


native Germany in the 1920s. He took a 
training course after his father bought a 
German Shepherd. He liked it and dog 
training became his hobby. 


"My real trade," Necker says with a 


smile, "is carpentry." And in 1929, he 
came to the United States intending to 
practice that trade. But 1929 was a bad 
year to look for a job and Necker, 
unable to find work during the depres- 
sion, began training dogs free for 
friends. 


A few years later, the dogs appeared 


in a state fair in Detroit and the hobby 
turned into an occupation. In 1935, Neck- 
er moved to' Wheeling and opened a 
training kennel. His fame grew, and soon 
he was training dogs for the rich and 
famous, including a Great Pyrnees for 
John Kennedy in the early 1960s. 


His work was interrupted by World 


War n, when Necker served in the Coast 
Guard where he directed canine training. 


Over the years, Necker has teamed 


many secrets of his craft In the service, 
they were no longer secrets and now, 


Necker says, many of the men who 
worked under him in the Coast Guard 
are successful dog trainers. 


The secrets, Necker says, enable him 


to teach some things "in a quarter of the 
time it took years ago." But even with- 
out the secrets, Necker says that most 
dog owners can do a lot. 


"There's no end to what you can teach 


them," Necker says. "You have to get 
into the dog's frame of mind. If they had 
the patience and took the time, a lot of 
people could teach dogs more." 


Necker demonstrates his technique 


with Dutchess, a Dalmatian who is just 
learning the act. 


Necker runs through a series of simple 


commands — down, heel, stop. Dutchess 
obeys slowly. Necker then tugs on her 
leash, gently pulling the dog into the cor- 
rect position. In a few minutes, the tugs 
are unnecessary. 


Necker takes the leash off and,' with a 


little coaxing, Dutchess is gracefully 
leaping over the leash as Necker uses it 
to form a hoop with his arms. The ex- 
ercise over, Necker gently pats the dog's 
neck. 


"They like it," he says, "and they 


want to please you. You have to be firn> 
and I'd be lying to say they enjoy every 
training lesson. A dog is like a child in 
school; he doesn't like every lesson."

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Opposition Grows 
Against Housing 
For Elders Site

Opposition is growing against location 


of a high-rise apartment building for se- 
nior citizens on a Thacker Street site 
now being used as a park. 


The 1.9 acre site, across the street 


from 
Central School, 1526 Thacker 


Street, was mentioned in the city's pro- 
posed comprehensive plan as the site for 
the project and has since been seriously 
considered by the Cook County Housing 
Authority (CCHA), the project developer. 


Both second ward aldermen, the Des 


Plaines Park District and the Central 
School PTA have taken a stand against 
construction of the 125-unit building on 
the property, which is the location of the 
former Thacker Junior High School. 


Opponents say the park provides the 


only open space area between Thacker 
and Algonquin Road on the city's near 
southeast side. They say the senior citi- 
zen housing should be built closer to the 
downtown, where it won't take up needed 
park space. 


HOWEVER, MAYOR Herbert H. Beh- 


ret has indicated the park is "an ideal 
location" for the building, which would 
be constructed under a federal program 
that provides subsidized, low-rent hous- 
ing to senior citizens. 


Behrel recently told the Herald the 


building will be no more than nine sto- 
ries high. Preliminary plans, he said, 
will be made public early next week. 


The mayor said the Thacker property 


is the "second best" of several downtown 
area sites that have been reviewed by 
city and CCHA officials. The most desir- 
able land, now occupied by the main post 
office, at Graceland Avenue and Ellin- 
wood Street, will not be available be- 
cause of the long delay in development of 
a new Des Plaines post office, he said. 


The mayor indicated high land costs 


contributed to the decision to consider 
the Thacker property for senior citizen 
housing. 


"My problem, and the city's problem, 


and the Cook County Housing Authority's 
problem is going to be the increased cos- 
of land wherever we go," the mayor 
said. 


Under the federal housing program for 


the elderly, land costs must be kept with- 
in a certain range in order for the proj- 
ect to receive an approval for federal 
funding. 


Behrel called the property "a beautiful 


location" for the proposed apartment 


building. "It's an ideal location," he 
said. 


The mayor acknowledged opposition to 


the selection of the site and said he plans 
to meet with Aid. Robert Sherwood (2nd) 
and Aid. Kenneth Kehe (2nd) who have 
both said they think it should remain as 
open space. 


"IF I DETERMINE when I meet with 


Kehe and with Sherwood that there's go- 
ing to be real stiff opposition well, cer- 
tainly I'm not going to fight. I wouldn't 
do it," Behrel said. 


The property, owned by School Dist. 


62, is leased to the park district on a 
year-to-year basis and used for Softball,' 
football and ice skating, according to 
Robert Kunkel, park district director of 
parks and recreation. 


"We've sent a letter to the school 


board indicating we would like to keep 
this as open land and we've also sent a 
letter indicating we would like to nego- 
tiate with them about purchase of the 
land," Kunkel said. 


"We'd rather see this land as open 


space," he said. 


Sandra Searfoss, president of Central 


School PTA, said her group has also sent 
letters to the school board and park dis- 
trict officials, urging the old Thacker Ju- 
nior High site be kept as a park. 


"It's not that the PTA is'against senior 


citizen housing, but when there are rrther 
places this could be located, let's not 
take open park land," said Mrs. Sear- 
foss. She said the PTA asked the park 
district to buy the land. 


Robert Claus, Dist. 62 board president, 


said the park district offer to negotiate 
purchase of the site has been referred to 
a board committee. He said Dist 62 is 
looking for land adjacent or near Central 
School too for expansion purposes. 


"I think that would have to be part of 


any sale of the property," he said. 


"I BELIEVE the board would not sell 


the property unless somehow they are 
assured to being able to obtain property 
on the same side of Ins street ax the 
school grounds," Claus said. 


"We have proposed to the mayor this 


added question of additional property on 
the other side of the street and I don't 
think we 've gotten a response," he said.

2 Fires Damage Rand Cafe 


Two fires, occurring less than 16 hours 


apart yesterday heavily damaged the 
Village Inn Pancake House, 821 E. Rand

The first fire occurred sometime late 


Tuesday night or early yesterday morn- 
ing and was discovered by restaurant 
personnel when they arrived to open the 
restaurant yesterday morning. The sec- 
ond and more serious of the two fires 
started about 2:15 p.m. yesterday. 


In the second fire, about 25 Mount 


Prospect firemen battled a blaze in the 
restaurant's attic for about 40 "minutes, 
according to Fire Chief Larry Pairitz. He 
said that firemen were called to the 
scene about 2:20 p.m. Joseph Valley, 
deputy state'fire marshal said the fire 
was apparently caused by faulty elec- 
trical wiring in a sign on the front of the 
building. 


The afternoon fire destroyed the attic 


section of the restaurant and resulted in 
smoke and water damage to the serving 
area. The fire was discovered by the res- 


taurant owners while they were cleaning 
the kitchen area, damaged in the earlier 
fire. 


PAIRITZ SAID the fire yesterday af- 


ternoon apparently had ho connection 
with the earlier fire that began in the 
restaurant's kitchen. That fire started in 
a deep fryer someime between 10.45- 
p.m. Tuesday when the restaurant was 
closed and yesterday morning. The fire 
was put out by an automatic ex- 
tinguishing device in the building's duct 
system. Firemen were called to < the 
scene early yesterday to investigate af- 
ter restaurant personnel arriving to open 
the restaurant discovered the damage. 
The earlier fire damaged kitchen equip- 
ment and caused the kitchen ceiling to 
collapse. 


'No one was injured in either fire. The

Board Votes To 
Deny Rezoning 
For Apartments 


Owners of a 25-acre site west of Mount 


Prospect Road in Des Plaines failed to 
pass the first hurdle in getting their 
property rezoned for an apartment com- 
plex and office building. 


The Des Plaines Zoning Board of Ap- 


peals Tuesday night voted unanimously 
to recommend that the city council deny 
the petitioners' request to rezone the 
land from residential single-family to 
multiple-family and commercial. The 
recommendation will go before the city 
council Monday where it will probably be 
forwarded to the municipal development 
committee for further study. 


The board's decision came after a two- 


hour hearing and more than an hour's 
deliberation. About 250 residents from 
the Northshire subdivision in Des 
Plaines, across the road from the site, 
and the Golfhurst subdivision in Mount 
Prospect, just west of the site, crowded 
into the council chambers to .testify and 
present petitions objecting to the pro- 
posed rezoning. Residents named poten- 
tial traffic, flooding and sanitary sewage 
problems as their main objections. 


Owners of the site presented plans for 


a $4% million 28-unit apartment com- 
plex on 16 2/3 acres of the property north 
of Weller Creek. Robert Babbin, archi- 
tect for the Jo-Nor Investment Co., de- 
veloper of the site, said 44 per cent of the 
units would be one-bedroom apartments 
with a $200 a month rental rate. The re- 
mainder would be two-bedroom apart- 
ments with rental rates of $260 to $275 
a month. Plans call for four three-story 
buildings and four clusters of two-story 
buildings. - 


STANLEY KRZEMINSKI, one of the 


property owners and a partner in the Jo- 
Nor, Investment Co., said an office 
building would be built on the six acres 
of the property north of Golf Road and 
south of Weller Creek. However, plans 
have not yet been drawn up for the 
proposal. 


According to the zoning board's report, 


denial was recommended because the 
complex "would cause a depreciatory ef- 
fect on the property values of surround- 
ing single-family residences" and be- 
cause testimony at the hearing did not 
prove "a public need or the general de- 
sirability" of such a development. 


Another reason was that petitioners 


originally applied for R-4 zoning for the 
apartment complex which would allow 
252 units on the site. At the hearing, they 
requested a variation for a planned unit 
development that would let them build 
the 288 units. The petitioners also asked 
for C-2 zoning for the property to be used 
for an office building. The zoning board 
felt the owners could have asked for the 
more restrictive C-l zoning that allows 
for an office building. 


John F. Brennan, president of the 


Northshire Civic Association, presented 
the board with a petition of 255 names 
objecting to the rezoning. "A rezoning 
would be spot zoning, and would increase 


the already heavy traffic problem on 
Mount Prospect Road," he said. 


According to the owners' plans, Mount 


Prospect Road would provide the only 
access road for the residents of the pro- 
posed apartment complex. Plans include 
parking for 432 cars. 


Brennan also said the proposed devel- 


opment would create a sewage problem 
because "Weller Creek already over- 
flows." Sewage plans for the devel- 
opment include hookups to two existing 
interceptors of the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District (MSD) and one existing local 
sewer. 


TREVOR HINCHLIFFE, president of 


the Golfhurst Civic Association, said: 
"Until the plans are drawn up for the 
office building, we suggest the board 
leave the land as currently zoned. There 
is a chance owners could build small 
low-key shops that would not be in keep- 
ing with our area." 


John Burek, 223 N. Warrington Rd., 


Des Flames objected because of flooding 
problems that would be caused by the 
proposed development. Babbin told the 
board that the proposed three-story 
buildings would have flat roofs with 
catch basins. However, he said that for 
"aesthetic reasons" the two-story build- 
ings would have slanted roofs with no 
basins. 


Newly Planted 
Trees Suffering 


The newly planted parkway trees in 


Des Plaines have been suffering from 
the unusually dry spring weather and 
from the disinterest of homeowners, ac- 
cording to a city official. 


Residents have not been watering 


trees, on city parkways near homes, ac- 
cording to Joseph Schwab, commissioner 
of public works. 


Crews, when they have enough time, 


have been out checking the more than 
600 newly-newly-planted trees, and wa- 
tering them where needed, Schwab said. 
The trees cost about $17 a piece and the 
city has to protect its investment, he 
said. 


The city is considering sending letters 


to residents asking their help, Schwab 
said. 


The new trees are red maples, Norway 


maples, and marshall ash, and they are 
at least six, five or four years old. 


Two buckets of water should be poured 


directly on the base of the trees on dry 
days when the temperature is in the 80s, 
Schwab said. 


The city public works department re- 


moved about 800 trees last year. About 
690 were diseased and the rest were de- 
stroyed by storms, he said.

The Illinois board had asked for more 


than |9 million in 1971-72 for Oakton. 
This was slashed to $4.5 million as part 
of budget reductions demanded by Gov. 
Richard Ogilvie, Gilson said. 


The niinpis board had been "unani- 


mous" in its tentative approval of the 
proposed campus site, Gilson said, and 
the top priority for funds to Oakton was 
one indication of this, he said. 


Acceptable sites in the highly devel- 


oped two township Oakton district, Niles 
and Maine, are very few, and loss of the 
recommended site would mean selection 
of a compromise site, and acquisition 
would be difficult, he feels. 


He also noted that land values and con- 


struction costs are increasing rapidly. 


TO PURCHASE A site Oakton board 


would have to authorize seeking of Illi- 
nois board approval of the site, then a 
bond issue to raise funds would have to 
be approved by voters. 


The proposed site has not been men- 


tioned publicly, a move allowed by state 
law to avoid land speculation, but pre- 
liminary negotiations have taken place 
with the landowner, according to Milton 
Falkoff of Lincolnwood, Oakton board 
chairman. 


Twenty-three sites had been examined 


before selection of the recommended 
site, Gilson said. 


The state board budget request, which 


may not receive legislature approval be- 
fore the end of summer, is based on an 
estimate of 290,000 square feet of build- 
ing space for the new campus first phase 
of contsruction, with an enrollment of 
2,500 students, Gilson said. 


At present, the 'new junior college is 


located in four buildings on a nine-acre 
former industrial site in Morton Grove. 
The interim campus has 70,000 square 
feet of space, and the junior college dis- 
trict has 10 year leases on the buildings. 


GILSON SAID the four buildings could 


continue to be used as the junior college 
moves into its new campus site. 


According to the Illinois Junior College 


Act, the state would ultimately pay 75 
per cent of the cost of land site and 
buildings for the permanent campus.

Referendum procedure could mean a 


bond issue for the total one-quarter cost 
to the district taxpayers for the new 
campus, according to Arthur Kent, Oak- 
ton business manager.

This $10 
million could be used to purchase the site 
and the first stage in construction. 


Or, the school could hold a bond refer- 


endum only for 25 per cent of the pur- 


chase cost of the land for the new 
campus and ask the state to provide the 
remaining 75 per cent. Building costs 
could then be financed on the same 75-25 
per cent basis, with a second referendum 
required to provide the district's share.

There's nothing like going camping 


with friends. My boys and I broke into 
the camping season early (for us) this 
year and spent the Memorial Day week- 
end at Apple River Canyon State Park 
east of Galena, HI. Two of my inept 
friends joined us - 
Al (that's my 


squirrely girlfriend) and Charley (Al's 
brother's 19-year-old friend). 


I'm not what may be called a 


veteran camper, but I do know my way 
around a"Coleman stove and am able to 
create a campfire that sends rangers 
into fit* of nerves. As a result I found 
myself giving orders, instructing my 
companions on how to work everything, 
and generally putting people in motion. 


We bad a great time — despite the 


campground. We hiked, forded the river 
(and lost one of Scott's shoes and both 
his socks), ate like horses, played the 
guitar around our evening bonfire, and 
got terribly sunburn (except for Al who 
took great pleasure in reminding us that 
raven-haired beauties get splendidly tan 
rather than lobster red.) 


TWO YEARS AGO I camped at Apple 


River Canyon. We had a beautiful site 
near the river and the grounds were 
relatively uncrowded. This year — prob- 
ably thanks to the advertising that has 
gone along with the development of 
Apple Canyon Lake — the camping area 
was packed with people. I don't object to 
people — I just don't like to camp on top 
of them. 


The area we camped in was called 


"underdeveloped" by the rangers. That 
meant the rangers had not yet put in pic- • 
nic tables or fireplaces. Even when that 
is done the site will remain "undeve- 
loped" in my estimation. The one tree on 
our site stood all of 4-feet high and the 
various sights were set apart by string 
tied to stakes, 


I wish all forest rangers who set about 


clearing land for camp sites would drive 
through Point Beach State Park in Wis- 
consin before they begin. Point Beach 
has several hundred campsites, good fa- 
cilities, good roads, is close to Lake. 
Michigan and has a lodge within walking 
distance of all campers. 


WITH ALL OF THESE pluses, Point 


Beach also has some of the most beau- 
tiful, well-tended sites I've ever camped 
in. You walk up a little hill to get'to your 
site and set your tent on an area that 
has been leveled for that purpose. Trees 
surround you. The sights are large and 
even though your neighbors are nearby 
you can't see them or hardly hear them. 


Trailer campers have special sites 


away from tent campers. Firewood is cut, 
and sold by the cord by the rangers at a 
woodshed. Everything is cared for — ev- 
eryone is cared about. It is a marvelous 
way to camp, especially if you bring chil- 


dren along. 


There is a great grapevine among 


campers. I think everyone has their fa- 
vorite spots and a lot of exchanging goes 
on around the campfire. There are a few 
places I'd recommend that are clost to 
Chicago. Most of the ones we've really 
enjoyed have been far out-of-state. But 
I've got a few new ones on my list to try 
this year and if they meet "Oliver stan- 
dards" I'll pass them on to you.

Women Communicate Well

Maybe it's because they are good lis- 


teners, or maybe it's because they have 
a fair share of common sense, or maybe 
it's just because women know how to 
communicate and do not hesitate to do 
so. 


Whatever it is, it's going great guns 


over at the Des Plaines Police Depart- 
ment. 


Women are now definitely a part of the 


communications board. Along with men, 
they sit at the great blinking message 
machine answering calls, dispatching pa- 
trol cars, checking and giving needed in- 
formation. 


"It's working fine," said Chief of Po- 


lice Arthur F. Hintz."'It frees men for 
outside work." 


He explained that previously the men 


at the board also had to accept bonds, 
make out criminal complaints, take 
charge of the lock-up, all at the same 
time. Now with space in the new build- 
ing, with a different physical set-up, this 
is no longer necessary. Women can fill in 
for men. 


MRS. LYNN PAGE of Des Plaines, the 


first to be hired as a female commu- 
nications clerk, has been there since 
April 1. She loves it. 


"Can you imagine being anxious to get 


to work each day?" she asked. "It's ex- 
citing. There's not one dull or boring 
day. You're in on everything." 


Mrs. Page answered the ad in the pa- 


per, then, along with 11 other women ap- 
plicants, took the Civil Service exam- 
ination. She made it. Her kids, Eileen, 9, 
and Bobby, 6, were thrilled. 


Mrs. Ruth Hunsinger of Des Plaines 


heard of the job through a patrolman 
friend, passed the test and began work 
as a communicator Arpil 19. Previously 
she had worked as a wireman (would 
you say wirewoman?) doing soldering 
and wiring for Teletype Corporation. She 
also had some experience at Central 


Telephone Co. She took to the commu- 
nications board with ease. 


"YOU HAVE TO LIKE working with 


men," she said. "The board is something 
I like and enjoy. I feel like I'm part of 
the police force. I might even enjoy 
being a policewoman." • - " • • • 
• 


Her enthusiasm has1 rubbed off on her 


three children, ages 14, 7 and 5. The eld- 
est good naturedly puts up with a little 
razzing; the younger two excitedly try to 
identify car numbers and beat numbers 
and to know patrolmen by name. 


Mrs. Florence Bishoff of Des Plaines is 


the newest communicator. She began 
working for the department May 18. As a 
beginner, she spends a great deal of time 
filing and taking care of less important 
details, but at last count she had spent a 
4% hour session at the board. 
., 


"When I saw the ad in the paper," she 


said, "I wanted the job so bad I could 
almost taste it." 


IN THE PAST, she has always done 


office work. Now with .her children 
grown, she wanted to try something dif- 
ferent. The patrolmen have been very 
kind to her. In return she looks at them 
with a new respect. 
' 


Mrs. Page, too, has nothing but admi- 


ration for Des Plaines 
policemen. 


"They're all great'," she exclaimed. 
"They're here because they care about 
the people out there. As a Des Plaines 
citizen, I,certainly would want someone 
to care about me. If I should call the 
police, I feel my problem is important. 
And that's how it's handled here." 


The women work on the 7 a.m. to 3 


p.m. .shift, and occasionally on the 3 to 
II p.m. relief shift. They have Sundays 
off. 


THE COMMUNICATIONS board han- 


dles three radio frequencies: local city, 
area-wide, and Illinois State Police. The 
communicator keeps track of local patrol 
cars at all times. She receives and sends 
messages and information, mostly by 
means of the "10 series," a group of nu-

merical code signals which help keep air 
conversation at a minimum. A green 
light on the board signifies an available 
patrol car; a red light a car in service 
but on a call. 


She may be asked by radio to check on 


license plates; to check the teletype for 
wanted persons or stolen goods; or to en- 
ter information on stolen goods or ve- 
hicles, or perhaps on missing persons, 
into ttie Springfield computer. 


"I CAN UNDERSTAND why a mother 


is frantic when she calls to report a lost 
child," said Mrs. Page. "I have children 
too." 


Mrs, Hunsinger advises parents whose 


children wander off to check with their 
children's friends first. "And don't forget 
to look under the bed," she added. 


It's important to use the emergency 


phone, 824-3116, for'emergencies only; 
the number to call for information is 297- 
2131. 


Problems with mini-bikes are cropping 


up more frequently at the board. Mini- 
bikes are not licensed and are not legal 
on the streets of 'Des Plaines./They may 
be used only on the owner's private prop- 
erty; there is no mini-bike area in Des 
Plaines. 


OTHER CALLS HAVE dealt with as- 


saults, train accidents. "It can get hectic 
at times," said Mrs. Hunsinger, "but 
there are slack times, too." 


All three women are glad they became 


communicators and are anxious to do a 
good job. 


"It's a great field for a woman," said 


Mrs. Page. "Good salary, security, and 
fringe benefits like 'hospital insurance 
and a pension plan. 


"But what really makes the job a 


pleasure is people — the police officers 
so willing to help, you feel like you're 
part of a team. And the people of Des 
Plaines, I love them; I'm a taxpayer, too 
— I'm one of them. 


"We care about the people — we live 


here."

Dear Dr. Lamb — Can you tell me if it 


is possible for a man to father a child 
after having a vasectomy a year and a 
half before? What are the odds? 


Dear Reader — It is pretty odd. A va- 


sectomy cuts the small tube that pro- 
videse a passageway for the sperm cells 
from the testicles. It does not interfere 
with the normal functions of the testicles, 
however. 


Immediately after a vasectomy, there 


may still be some cells stored in the 
tract that will flow out with the other 
fluid. But expecting to still find sperm 
cells in storage a year and a half later is 
expecting a great deal. Rarely, a va- 
sectomy is not successful or the cut ends 
of the little tubes may reunite, but that is 
exceptionally rare.

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Board Considers 
Leasing Buses 


% 
'For River Trails 


River Trails School DIst. 26 is now tak- 


ing bids for leasing a bus service. The 
district has owned and operated its own 
bus service since 1967. 


At a meeting Tuesday, the school 


board voted to take bids to lease a bus 
service with "the option to accept none 
of the bids." A transportation committee 
of three board members reported that 
the cost of leasing a bus service and the 
cost of owning a bus service Is approxi- 
mately the same. 


The committee was assigned to study 


the district's current transportation sys- 
tern and to find ways to offset a deficit in 
the transportation fund. The cost of the 
program totaled about $46,000 during the 
past year. 


The transportation system is funded by 


a district levy (approximately $6.50 per 
$10,000 assessed valuation) and state aid. 
School officials attribute part of the defi- 
cit to rising costs. In addition, Supt. Win- 
ston Harwood pointed out that, "we have 
one of the lowest transportation levies 
In the area." The district could raise the 
levy up to $12 per $10,000 assessed valu- 
ation without a referendum. 


THE SCHOOL BOARD agreed to not 


consider switching to a leasing operation 
until "presented with specific facts and 
figures." Board members said they 
hoped to review bids for leasing a bus 
service at their July meeting. 


The board's action made it virtually 


impossible for the district to purchase 
any new buses for delivery before Sep- 
tember. At one time the board consid- 
ered trading in two buses for new mod- 
els. The transportation committee rec- 
ommended that the board not make the 
expenditure at this time. 


The transportation committee is made 


up of Neil LeFebvre, Alan Wallskog, and 
Juanita Jacobs. Le Febvre told the 
board, "The advantages of continuing 
our own service are more flexibility, bet- 
ter schedules and pride of ownership. On. 
contract leasing a service will hold down 
costs, and get us out of a business that is 
not primarily connected with education." 


, 
Furthermore, pointed out Le Febvre, a 


• company leasing the service would have 


the crew and the experience to better 
handle breakdowns. With the present sit- 


uation, the district handles minor repairs 
and contracts for major repairs. 


The school board was also concerned 


about the fact that the district's bus ser- 
vice requires the time of district educa- 
tion personnel. Asst. Supt. James Ret- 
zlaff estimated he devotes 10 per cent of 
his time to the bus service. LeFebvre 
said utilizing district personnel for the 
service raised costs because of "hidden 
expenditures." 


"AS AN OWNER OF the service we 


have to continually worry about acci- 
dents," added Harwood. "We wouldn't 
have that liability if we leased the ser- 
vice." 


District officials decided to operate 


their own bus service in 1967 in an effort 
to save money, according to Jean Meis- 
ter, business manager. "Until 1960, we 
leased a bus service. Then the parents 
contracted directly with the bus com- 
pany for the service. After seven years 
we decided to end this arrangement, and 
the district purchased three buses." 


According to school board member Lee 


Hilfman, the district switched from a 
leasing arrangement, originally because 
of problems of dependability with the 
leasing company. "If we go back to leas- 
ing, we may be faced with the same 
problems again that forced us into our 
present position," he said. 
' 


Another board member pointed out 


that the leasing company's business has 
expanded and become more sophis- 
ticated over the years, and might there- 
fore be more dependable. 


"WHAT WE HAVE to do is weigh the 


advantage of releasing our own person- 
nel from the responsibilities of operating 
the service against the possibility that 
the performance of the leasing company 
may not be completely dependable," said 
Hilfman. "The question of performance 
is a gamble." 


In advertising for bids, the district will 


ask for information about routes, extra 
runs and field trips. The district will also 
ask that all bids be for a three-year con- 
tract. 


Ritzenthaler Bus Lines has already 


sent a letter to the school board in- 
dicating that it would be interested in 
bidding. 


Middleton Nixes 
Psychiatric Test 


Dr. James Middleton's trial on two 


counts of deviate sexual assault was de- 
layed yesterday when a court psy- 
chiatrist reported that the doctor refused 
to cooperate during a psychiatric exam- 
ination. 


Dr. Middleton, a Des Plaines area phy- 


sician, was arrested Dec. 1 after several 
of the doctor's female patients charged 
that he drugged and then sexually as- 
saulted them in his office. 


James Kavanaugh, assistant state's at- 


torney assigned to the case, said the doc- 
tor's competency to cooperate with his 
lawyers could not be determined because 
the doctor refused to cooperate with the 
psychiatrist. 


Kavanaugh said Dr. Middleton was in- 


terviewed by Dr. Robert A. Reisman, as- 
sistant director of the Psychiatric In- 
stitute of the Circuit Court of Cook Coun- 
ty. Reisman's report, which was read to 
Circuit Court Judge Robert Downing yes- 
terday, indicated the doctor refused to 
answer any questions. 


"The only thing he said to Dr. Reis- 


man was that he would not answer any 
questions," Kavanaugh said. 


THE STATE'S attorney said Dr. Mid- 


dteton also refused to be examined by a 


. private psychiatrist. 


Kavanaugh explained there can be no 


determination of competency until the 
doctor decides to cooperate, "You can't 
' b e a t the answers out of him," 


Kavanaugh said. 


Although the critical competency ques- 


tion remained unanswered, Judge Down- 
ing rescheduled the trial for June 9. 


Kavanaugh said he does not expect the 


doctor to come to trial that day. He said 
the date was set to hear pre-trial motions 
expected to be filed by Daniel Mangiam- 
ele. Or. Middleton's attorney. Mangiam- 
ele said yesterday he plans to file dis- 
covery motions to find out what evidence 
and witnesses the state plans to use in 
presenting its case. 


The attorney said he "would rather not 


comment" on why Dr. Middleton refused 
to cooperate with Dr. Reisman. 


TUESDAY DR. MIDDLETON was 


found guilty of two violations of the Illi- 
nois Medical Practice Act, and stands to 
have hiit license revoked if several ave- 
nues of appeal are not successful. He has 
also been charged by federal agents 


with illegal possession of explosives. 
That case is pending in federal district 
court, awaiting federal indictment.

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Romncy: Bust Segregated Housing 


by ROBERT LAHEY 


George W. Romney, secretary of the 


U.S Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (MUD), declared in Chi- 
cago Tuesday that segregated housing 
patterns in metropolitan and suburban 
Chicago must be "broken wide open." 
'Romney told an estimated 900 persons 
at the annual meeting of the Leadership 
Council for Metropolitan Open Commu- 
nities that Its coalition of private and 
public leadership could be the key to 
eliminating what he called a dual hous- 
ing market in the Chicago metropolitan 
area. 


The leadership council is a private cor- 


porations, financed partly by HUD, or- 
ganized to create housing opportunities 
for minorities. It is the parent organiza- 
tion of the Metropolitan Housing Devel- 
opment Corp, which is seeking to build 
low and moderate-income housing on 
land owned by St. Viator High School in 
Arlington Heights and in other suburban 
locations. 


Romney said that HUD "will not force 


low-income housing on any suburb" and 
will not interfere with a free marketing 
system in housing. 


"BUT," HE DECLARED, "when there 


is a dual system which sorts out home- 
seekers by the color of their skin, closes

off housing options, and steers people to 
prescribed neighborhoods in a metropoli- 
tan area, public and private leadership 


has a responsibility to break that system 
wide open." 


The color pattern in metropolitan hous- 


ing, he said, can be identified simply by 
observing commuter traffic in Chicago 
and other cities. "In the morning, the 
bulk of the people coming into the city 
are white, and the bulk of the people go- 
ing out of the city are black." 


This pattern, Romney said, was partly 


due to FA.A. home-loan guarantees 
which enabled thousands of Americans to 
purchase their own homes, but which 
were "executed on racist basis until well 
after World War II." F.H.A., he declared 
"financed the movement of the middle- 
class to the suburbs," while the poor and 
minority groups became concentrated in 
the central city. 


In the meantime, massive public works 


projects and superhighway construction 
since the war "have literally bulldozed 
the poor out of then1 homes," forcing 
them into tighter racial and ethnic en- 
claves, said Romney. "In the meantime, 
the affluent — and increasingly the jobs 
— have escaped to the outer fringe." 


HE 
CALLED FOR 
comprehensive 


planning to provide housing opportunities 
for minorities throughout metropolitan 
areas. He said such planning has been 
hampered by "the relative ease" with 


which those who fled the cities have been 
able to incorporate themselves into cities 
and villages in recent decades. 


He told the audience in the Grand Ball- 


room of the Conrad Hilton Hotel there 
are 1,110 autonomous governmental units 
in the Chicago area. 


Romney cited the Fair Housing Act of 


1968 as the basic tool with which HUD 
has attacked housing discrimination — 
successfully prosecuting 88 cases in 21 
states. But, he said, the answer to hous- 
ing discrimination must be provided at 
the state and local levels. 


"With committed citizen leadership or- 


ganized on a metropolitan basis, with 
skilled and imaginative legal action by 
both government and private attorneys, 
we can for the first time bring about a 
single, completely open marketing sys- 
tem for housing." 


The lack of such a system, he de- 


clared, has been the result of "a com- 
promise of the principle 'that all men are 
created equal." 


Romney received a warm ovation 


when he concluded, citing the minority 
status of the white race in the world, "In 
this shrinking world, it is vital to the na- 
tion that we demonstrate that people of 
diverse races can live in harmony."

Good footint— 


Young puppies should be kept on sur- 


faces that provide good footing. Puppies 
are top heavy during the first weeks of 
life, and they need the traction given by 
non-slippery material to help "get up on 
their feet," as the expression goes. 


Later when they are bigger and active, 


pups still do best on non-slip surfaces. 
Otherwise, their playing often leads to 
slips and skids with sprained or dis- 
located joints the result. Splayed paws 
also may develop when puppies are con- 
fined on a slick surface. 


Pieces of carpeting, washable or dis- 


posable for convenience, sturdy towels 
blankets, mattress pads, etc. secured in 
place; and outdoor grassed-in enclosures 
are excellent. Varnished floors, linoleum, 
and smooth finished asphalt or concrete 
are not 


Newspaper is not a particularly good 


surface if spread out just flat. If used for 
houstraining purposes, spread it in one 
area and cover the rest of the space with 
a more suitable material. 


As pointed out by the Gaiiies Dog Re- 


search Center, in an article on the sub- 
ject, good footing is especially important 
for heavy boned puppies of big breeds, 
who carry more weight proportionately 
than their smaller breed cousins. The big 
youngsters need as much firm and safe 
footing as possible during then- growing 
months.
